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To the 1 Worſhipful Sir Francis 
Drake, Knight : happy ſucceſs in all his 
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tanq uam e pulvere & luto, advance them to pro- 
motion And no marvel though this be incident to the manners of 
men, ſee that Nature her ſelf in this point offendeth. For what is 
he, unleſs he be mortified, that is not naturally of an aſpiring 
minde: Imitating herein the property of the Ivie, which never cea- 
ſeth climbing by degrees, Donec ipſam ſummitatem attigerit, till it be 
come to the very top. This fault being general, and hateful in the 
judgement, ſpecially of the wiſe, might ſeem ſo much the more tol- 
lerable , if that men placed in preheminence , and fitting like Hills 
over-looking the Valleys below , with their high calling and ſtately 
authority, had agreeable hearts. But ſome notwithſtanding their 
ſtate be ſingular , and indeed ſuch as that they may fit down, take 
their eaſe, and ſay , Hic terminus eſto , do carry ſo baſe a mind, a; 
that if I ſhould compare them to e£/ops Cock, preferring a Bar- 
ley Corn before a precious Pearl, I ſhould not do amiſs, There is 
none but by diligent obſervation may ſee this to be undoubted 
truth. 

In the taxing of which Engliſh and Out-landiſh fault, (for 
it is as common as the World is wide) I ſhould ſhew my ſelf no 
cunning Archer, to over-ſhoot the mark of your deſerved com- 
A * mendatiort: 
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mendation : For although you have had Fortune holding the Baſon 
whilit you waſhed your hands, and caſt the beſt chance of the Dice: 
yet for all that. ſuch is your contentment, you hoyſt not up the lofty 
Sail of Self-love, to ſwell with the Wind of Vain-glory, as vanting 
of any exploit which you have atchieved , Per tot Cyclopia ſaxa, per 
winds ſcopulos, cyl am, vaſtamque Charibaim : But as you went 
out, ſo are you come Home, familiar with your friends, courteous 
to your acquaintance, remembring all, forgetting none, ſtill of one 
mind, will, and affection, the proſpe1 ous event of your dangerous 
Voyage notwithſtanding. 

Some one having paſſed a Sea of fix days ſayling, or leſſe, (if leſs 
might be ſuppoſed) 1s ſo far in love with himſelf , and fo indiſcreet- 
ly doteth over his own doings, at his return; that he maketh his 
Travel ordinary Table-talk, aggravating the matter ſo monſtrouſly, 
as if he had endured the Labours of old Hercules. Another, Et terrss 
jactatus & alto, having ſeen the mighty Works of the Lord, and 
his Wonders in the Deep, and as it were meaſured with a pair of 
Compaſſes , (be it ſpoken without offence) the globe of the World, 
poſt multa diſcrimina rerum, arriving to his native Soil, marvellouſly 
bleſſed from above , yet diſcovereth not the multitude of dangers,or 
rather death, wherewith he hath encountred. Which of theſe judge 
you, deſcryeth the Trumpets plauſible ſound. 

I cannot therefore ſufficiently wonder at the equality of your Wor- 
ſhips mind, which notwithſtanding ſo many tempelts of perturbati- 
ons, and ſharp ſurges of inward motions, continueth calm. And it 
doth me not a little good, firſt, to ſee you ſo fortunate; ſecondly, 
though that were enough to make you inſolent and diſdainful , the 
credit which you have gotten deſerving (no doubt) even with the 
very beſt, that yet you contemn not the company, the acquaince,the 
familiarity and conference, even of ſuchas by many degrees are your 
inferiours.

@z Writing notified divers Perſons with their 
{ws Uoyages and Adventures. Firſt, Juſtin and Di- 
A,” odore of Sicilie, have made mention of the Argo- 
| nautes Tloyage by Sea: that is to ſay, of Jaſon 
and his Allies, Caſtor, Pollux, Hercules, and ether Pers, to the 
Ifle of Cholcos, to win the Golden Fleece, which a great Dꝛa⸗ 
gon kept. Jlſo Homer a Gre&k Poet, wzite in Uerſe the wan- 
dring Sea-Uoyage of Ulyſſes and his Companions, at their 
return from the Trojan Wars, After him Virgil, a moft clo- 
quent Latine Poet, ſet down in Uerſe the NMopage of Aneas 
info Italy, with his foꝛtunes, after the ſubverſion of Troy. 
Now if we come to the ſacred Hiſtozies, we ſhall find, firſt, 
how Moſes w2ote of the Childzen of Iſrael their going out ot 
Egypt into the Land of Pꝛomiſe, and of the two and fozty 
Manſions that they made in the Tieſerts, fo2 the ſpace of fo2ty 
years.

The ſelf lame Saviour hath 
ſet down th' Parable of the voluptuous Uoyage of the pꝛodigal 
Child, and his returne, D. Luke very nofably and finrerely 
hath delivered, in w2iting, the painful + holy perigrination of 
that great veſſel of Election Saint Paul, together with the 
great trapel he tok to pꝛeach the Goſpel, and the Faith of Je- 
ſus Ch21ft, to all the Gentiles. 

And now (by Gods grace) J mean to declare mine own 
Uoyage and Adventures, much like that of the Pꝛodigall 
Child, who left his Fathers houſe, and ranged into ſtrange 
Countries, waſting all his gods, living licentionfly : but af- 
ter he knew his lewdneſſe, he returned back to his Father, of 
whom he was very lovingly received.

ving, ſuppoſing here to find true Felicity are wo2ſe then

1 Ntending to take my journep, J conſidered that it was ne- 
ceſary to uſe Councell therein, knowing that whatſoever is 


done without advice cannot have god Succeſs : as contra-

Ne thonght in my mind to live i' th Wozld without felicity, © * 
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riwiſe, 4 matter diſcreetly attempted is luckily ended. Then 
dwelt with me a Damoſel which ruled my Houſe, whoſe p20- 
per name was Folly, the only Enemy to Wiſdome: Foz e- 
very thing that hatetb the one, loveth the ther. There is 
as much difference between them, as betwen white and black; 
hot + cold, moiſt and dꝛy, light and darkneſs, God and the De⸗ 
vil:all which be contraries, and cannot be in one body together. 
Wiſdome governes the god: Folly the evil. Wiſdome 
maketh the evil gov, when they pield themſelves to be her 
Subjects : Folly maketh the god evil, when they place them - 
ſelves under her P2otection. Wiſdome d2zaweth Men from 
Hell, and b2ingeth them to Heaven : Folly fetcheth Angels 
from Heaven to dwell in Hell. | 
J do not term that Wiſdome, to know the ſeven Liberal 
Sciences, the qualities of the Stars and Planets; but J 
count him wiſe that hath the true knowledge of God. Foz, 
as ſaith Saint Cyrill, Wiſdome is that true underſtanding , 
by the which the Soveraign good, namely God, is ſeen, 
known and loved, with a chaſte love and a pure Affection. 
Folly is very Ignozance, and falſe UWozſhipping of God. 
Wiſdome maketh Fols wiſe, and Folly maketh wife Men 
Fools. Tell me, J p2ay you, can there be a greater M iſdome 
than to ſerve God with a pure Faith, and fo obſerve and kæp 
his holy Law Obedienfly ?- And contrariwiſe, can there be 
greater Folly then to commit Sin, and to diſobey God by 
tranſgreſſing his Commandements ? Jt is not poſible. Foz 
whoſoever committeth ſin, hurteth himſelf , and runs head- 
long to Hell, which is a point of very great Folly. There⸗ 
foze all thoſe that faithfully ſerve. God, and kep his holy 
Commandements, are wiſe, and governed by Wiſdome : and 
all thoſe that tranſgreſs the Commandement ok God arc 
Fools, and foſtered by Folly, as Slaves oz Uaſſals. When 
J wand2ed info wanton wayes, J wrought my will, eſtem⸗ 
ing my ſelf wiſe, but J p2oved a flat Fol. Thus foſtered 
by Folly, to whom J unfolded my intent, which was to take 
upon me a Uoyage to find Felicity and Bleſedneſs, I rcque- 
ftedher Counſell ; who. without regard whether it were p2ofi- 
table foz me oz no, did not only like the matter, but alſo 


fozegd 
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fo2ced me fozwards , and with flattering ph2aſe eommendey” 


my Enterpꝛize. Ind fo encourage me therein, che began to 
exalt my device; to commend my indufkry and wit, to pꝛaiſe 
my ſtrength, to advance my vertue, to blaze my knowledge, 
to decipher my beauty, and to extoll all my qualities: ſaying 
that J was a ſecond Solomon, to have in my head ſuch nota⸗ 
ble Cogitations. Hereupon ſhe promiſed to be my Guide, and 
vowed not fo go from me in all my Uoyage, affirming that 
ſhe had ſundzy ſeaſons made the like journey, and that J 
might aſſure my ſelf ſhoꝛtly to ſ& the Palace of true Felicity. 

My Don ( quoth ſhe ) J would not have the think, that a- 
ny Evil oz Guile can have place in my heart. Thus Comtoꝛ⸗ 
ted, oꝛ rather emboldened, J thought my ſelf moſt happy ts 
have ſuch a Governeſs, ſo wiſe, ſo grave, and ſo expert; foz2 
very joy whereof my heart tickled within me: But alaſs, 
wretch that J was, my deſires was alwayes after confrary 
Things: fo2 J rejected whatſoever tended fo my Health, in ſo 
much that to me ſow2e ſeemed ſweet, black ſ@med white, evil 
ſemed god, Folly ſemed Wiſdome , Light ſemed Dark - 
neſs : Ind Folly ſo ſoze bewitched me, that J neglected to do 
the god J ſhould have done, and J was too willing to play the 
part J ſhouldnot have played. It is true that the wiſe man 
ſpake, ſaying : There is health, where many do give counſel! , 
and he that taketh good advice and counſell before, ſhall nor 
repent him after. 

But it is fo2bidden to take counſell of Fols. Foꝛ that they 
love but what they like. There is an old P2overb, Such as 
my Councellour is, ſuch needs muſt be my Counſell: It were 
againſt all reaſon, that a Fol ſhould give god Councell: Foz 
this is even as if Rivers ſhould run againſt the Hill. Nothing 
can be compared to god Countell : neither can any thing be 
wozſe then evil Counſell: by the which the Wozld is troubled, 
Realms moleſted, P2inces defaced, Kings killed, Empires 
altered, Townes taken, Cities ſacked, Lawes aboliſhed, Ju- 
ſtice generally co2upted, Divine Myltcries pꝛophaned, ming⸗ 

ed with miſchief, & confounded: the true knowledge of God 
is foꝛgotten, all Reverence to Superiours neglected: Shame- 
faſtneſſe, Sobzietp, Faith, Hope, Charity, and all other 
Uirtnes defaced; all manner of Wars both Fo2raign and 
Civil

ſaying , that ſuch god, meanings and enterp2iſes ſhould p2e- 
ſently and without delap be put in execution, foꝛ fear of incon- 
veniences that might enſue : & that to mean a matter without 
doing it, was a repꝛoach to any Perſon. Whercto J anſwer- 
ed, that J would pꝛoceed whatſoever followed thereupon : buf 
me thought it was neceſſary to have company,and other pzovi- 
ſion, as Apparell, Bozſes, and Armour, fit fo2 ſuch a Mopage. 
My Son (quoth ſhe) J will take that charge upon me, where⸗ 
fo truſt : caſt all tare from Thee, let nothing toz ment the, be 
of god cher, Slep at thine eaſe, refuſeno reſt : fo2 J will 
within few dapes bꝛing the all neceſſaries that thou ſhalt ned: 
and ſ&ing thou haſt ſubmitted thy ſelf to me, J will not fail 
the. Being glad of theſe wozds, J referred the whole matter 
to her diſcretion, and took mine eaſe. - 

Then Folly was acquainted with an Armourer, named Evil- 
will, whoſe company ſhe daily frequented. This Irmourer was 
not alway's occupied in kozging JIrmours,butf alſo oftentimes - 
he made Shirts, Hoſen, Doublets, and medled in all matters 
that his Friend Folly appointed him to do. 

Tothis Armourer Folly declared all my purpoſe, and he af 
her requeſt made me a Shirt of Laſciviouſneſſe, a Doublet of 
lewd Deſires,Hoſen of vain Pleaſures, Armour of Jgnozance 
a Cozflet of Fnconſtancy, Uambzaces of Irrogaacy, Gaunt - 
lets) of Jdleneſs, a Gozget of Licourouſneſs', a Helmet of 
Lightneſle, a Buckler of Shameleſneſe,a quilt Cap of Main, 
glozy, a Girdle of Jntemperance, a Sword of Rebellion, and 
a Lance, named Hope of long Life. Then Pride pzepared me a

my Governeſs, how can J eo other than evill. 


CHAP. IV.

W Hil'& Folly my Governeſſe, + Evill-will my Trmou⸗ 
rer p2epared my Apparel, and other pzoviſign, J fo2- 
got not to caſt all care behind me, as Folly commanded. Foz 
when JA was a Child, J did eat alwayes of the beſt meat, drank 


of the delicateſt dꝛink, J flept when Jliſted, J lay in ſoft Silk, 


J paſſed my time in pleaſures, truſting to my Governeſſe 
Folly in all my affairs. After J paſſed th2e& dayes in pleaſure, 
upon a mozning, being in my Golden flep, Dame Folly came 
to my Beds ſide, accompanied with Eyil-will, and with them 
they bꝛought all my neceſlaries. When ſhe ſaw me aſlep in 
my ſoft Bed at that time of the day, toſſing my ſelf every way 
wanfonly, the ſaid:: what, p2etty one, are you pet in Bed: 
It is late, ariſe. Ih, my ſweet Friend (quoth-J) J have 


followed your advice, J have caſt all car e away x taken mine 


eaſe in mine Ann: but J wonder how you are ſo ſon returned. 
What man (quoth Folly ) know not you how diligent J am 
in mine affairs? J never reit till all things be bꝛought about, 


that once take in hand. Then ſhe put on me my ſhirt of Laſ-- 


civiouſneſſe, moſt agræable to my wanton will, and then all 
my delight was to be delicately handled, pomrouſip Apparel⸗ 
led, and loft Lodged. After that, on went my Doublet, of Lewd 


deſires, 
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deſires, alwaies enemies to the god Spirit : then my Hoſen of 
Vaine pleaſures , tied together with the Points of delights. 
Then J was full of lewd deſires, J tok pleaſure in nothing 
but vanity ; and as my deſires were damnable, ſo were my 
pleaſures dangerous. | 

Then, as J was making me ready, Folly commanded the 
Clerk of my Kitchin, called II- government, to pzepare me my 
B2eakfaft, of light and delicate meats; in doing whereof 
my Ceok was moze cunning , then ever Cicero was Eloquent 
in ſpeaking. Ind thus as Folly and I were merrily diſ- 
courſing together,ſpending the time till Bꝛeaktaſt, J'tok oc- 
caſion to ask of what age the was, and alſo what jeafts 
and fine feats ſhe had, what people ſhe had Governed, and 
how ſhe ruled them. She ſaid, that queſtion was asked and 
anſwered long ago: but as we rid on the wap, ſhe would 
declare all; in the mean time the ſaid that che was above 
five thouſand years old. How can that be (quoth J) you do 
not ſem to be koꝛty years old. Pes ( quoth) thon mu un⸗ 
derſtand, that J was bo2n at the pzeſent hour that the Mozld 
was made) and have ever ſince ſtwd in ſtrength, alwates in 
health, and never ſick, J ſhall never ſem old, though J live till 
Deomes-=day : Fols die, Folly never dieth. Having ever been 
in fozce, J fozceably do reign in every cozner of the Wo21d, 
and do govern as well P2inces as the pz People. 

' Now to our purpoſe : after waſhing in ſweet water, in came 
my b2eakfaſt, ſo ſumptuous, that Partriges were eſtemed 
poultry fo2 Pages, Pheaſants foꝛ common folks. Breakkaſt 
finiſhed, on went my Zrmioz : but being once apparelled and 
armed, J carednot fo2 my fonls health, J had no deſire to hear 
the Moꝛd of God, no fear to follow his Commandements, o2 
to do any thing fit fo2 a Chꝛiſtian towards his falvation* J did 
what J would, J ſaid what J pleaſed. And after that J was 
covered with my ſteel coat of ignoꝛance, and mp cozflet of in- 
conſtancy, A p2eſently became inconftant,and variable,often- 
times altr ing my intent, not fo> better but fo2 wozſe, out of 
one ill into another. J never ceaſed to acquaint ny ſelf, now 
with one ſin, and then with another, doing nothing that ſer med 
god 02 honeſt. Foz ſuch is the nature ef ſin, that unleſs — 

as . 
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be ſn ſubdned, it will dꝛaw anfo it another ſir, as witneſfeth? 


Saint Paul, in his firſt Chapter of his Epiftle to the Romans. 
Then Folly put on my Uambzaces of Irrogancy, which 
made me become careleſs am pꝛeſumptuous, taking things in 
hand far paſſing my capacity, ſtrength and ability, and not 
fearing to adventure on that which was above my reach. But 
being armed with Trrogancy, up went my curtedHair, Jad- 
vanced my ſelf igno2antly above others: then on went my 02 - 
get of Gluttony, and Licoꝛouſneſs, the bꝛeders of all fleſhly 
ſins, and chiefly of Loachery : Foz when the belly is full of 
licouriſh meats: and dzinks, it warmes and heats the other 
Members excedingly, which by and by wraſtle x ftrive againſt 
the god Spirit: But if the belly were bꝛidled krom int! 
thoſe rebellious Members would be ſubdued, as ſaith the Comi⸗ 
call Poet: Sine Cerere & Baccho friget Venus, That is to ſay : 


From Wine and good cheer thy belly refrain, 
| And In{t of the fleſh ſmall heat doth contain. 


Upon all chis Folly put me on another Armour, talker 


Vain- glory, Which is of ſuch a property, that the greater it 
grew; the leſs J perceived it: then on went my Girdle of Jn- 
temperance , which did let loſe the Bzidle of Leacherp, and 
all other flechly affections : to it was tyed my Sword of Re- 
bellion: ſo that then Jrebelled againſe God, his holy CTom⸗ 
mandements, and all Magiſtrates and Superiours. But if J 
had b2idled my boldneſs, repꝛehending my ſelf, in my deſires 


and affections, and had reſted in Reaſon without rebelling, then 


J had'ferved God, and obayed my betters with all dutifufl Re- 
verence. Dame Folly diſguiſed me with a Helmet of wanton⸗ 
nelle, upon the top whereof was put a Peatocks Tatl!: ſo 
that then J might not ſuffer any Check fo2 any Fault, but 
might and did maintain my © pinion againf all men, givittg 
plate to none whatſoever, Learned, oꝛ in Luthozitp. After my 


Gauntlets of Jdleneſs were once on my hands, I grcatly glo2ied, 
of the gifts which were in me, vanting my ſelf to be nroze rich, 


moze Wiſe, moze Strong, moze Hardy , moze. Eracions , 
and in alk reſpects better then 1 _ Many times J'boafted 
of 


tony, 
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ok mine imperfections , as of d2zunkeneſs, Lechery, and ſach 
like. Then on went my Buckler of ſhameleſneſs, which being 
about my ſhoulders, Jbluſhed not to commit any villany, J 
led the life of an Infivel, rather then a Chꝛiſtian: Unſhame⸗ 
fully A vepiſed both God and Man, nothing regarding mine 
own honcur, renown, oz ſalvation. 

Then J mounted on Temerity my Hozſe, with a Lance in 
my hand called, Hope of long life. O deceitfull Lance! moze 
rotten then a Reed. How many pꝛoper pouths have truſted un- 
to the, hoping to have been ſafe and aſſured, and were daily 
deceived. This Lance being once poſſeſſed by me, entertained 
all vices, it ever hindzed me from embzacing Repentance, per - 
ſwading me in this manner: Thou art young, make merry 
whileft thou mapeſt, fo2 when thou art old, all play and paſtime 
will be paſt : then it will betime enough foz the to repent. 
Being thus govern'd by Folly, A thought neither of God no2 
the Devil, of like no2 Death, of Heaven noz Hell: but lived 
at my pleaſure, doing what J delighted in. It laft Folly ap⸗ 
parelled her ſelf lightly with a cloak of Feathers, and mounted 
upon a Jennet, and opening her Feathers and Wings, with 
the wind away ſhe flew; and J alſo at a wild adventure ſet the 
Spurs to my Hoꝛſe, and away we went both. Thus you ſæ that 
Folly is my Guide, Temerity my Hozſe. Now the firſt that 
ſhall repent this Mopage muſt needs be my ſelf, as you may e- 
vidently judge and gather befoze hand. 


CHAP. V. 


Folly upon the way fheweth the Wandring Knight many of 
her ancient proceedings, and how many preat and Noble per- 
ſonages ſhe had governed. 


Fter we were ſo far paſſed upon our way, that we had loſt 

the ſight of my Houſe, J called to my rememb2ance the 
pꝛomiſe that Dame Folly had made me in the mozning, name⸗ 
ly that ſhe would tell me of her erploits paſt, and what People 
ſhe had governed. And thus with flattering phzaſe A began; my 
god Miſtriis, my loving Lady, my Heart, my Joy, my Life, 
my 
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my Tuc, my Counſell, my Hope, my Soveraſgn god, J deſire® 
the moſt earneſtly ( if it pleaſe the ) to let me underſtand thine 
ancient pꝛoctedings, and to rehearſe what People thou haſt go⸗ 
verned, how they were ruled, lead, conduced, and counſeled. 

Mine exploits ( quoth Folly )are innumerable. Ten dayes are 
not enough to repeat halfe of them. Nevertheleſs to accom- 
plich thy requeſt, and to ſhozten the tediouſneſs of the way, J 
will tell ther of the moſt Pzincipalleft. 

Firſt, the Wozld and J was together, and becauſe J found 
no Man in ths wozld, -J aſcended up into Heaven, and there 
aſſaulted the excellenteſt Angel of all the whole company, called 
Lucifer, who at my pꝛeſent arrivall entertained and received 
me foꝛ his Goberneſs, and ſo did many moze of his Coequals. 
By my counſell he advanced himſelf to be fellow mate with 
God; fo2 the which pzeſumption both he and his were th2uft out 
of Heaven, and th2zown headlong into Hell. That was the firſt 
of my erploits. - 

Shoztly after, God made Man andof his rib faſhioned UWo- 
man, theſe two were Huſband and Wife, with them both J had 
much ado, becauſe they were full of Wiſdome and Reaſon. J u- 
ſed the help and ſubtilty of a Serpent , to tempt the woman, be- 
ing the weaker, who with his deceitful wo2ds won her to eat 
of the Apple which God fozbad to be eaten. But after ſhe had 
eaten'it, in the pzeſence of the Huſband (becauſe he feared her 
ſadneſs ) he did eat alſo to fulfil her deſire and luſt: wherein they 
both committed gzeat folly , foz the which they were depzi⸗ 
ved of Jnnocency, of Gods G2ace x Glo2y, yea, they were ba⸗ 
niſhed the place appointed by God fo2 them fo dwell in, and 
made (with all their poſterity ) ſubject to eternall death. This 
was my ſecond p2incipall exrploik. 

Then began my raign in the UWo2ld, where J governed a 
number of Fools; J governed Cain the firſt bozn both of his 
Father and Mother. By my counſell he killed his god b2other 
Abel the Innocent. J governd the greaeſt Gyants that ever 
were of the ſedof Man, as the Daughters of Cain, and the 
Sons ok Seth: J made them truſt in their own ffrength, not 
only touching feats of war, but J canſed them alſo tocontemne 
the Wiozd of God, and the — of the ſame : J perſwa⸗ 
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ded them to. uſe theic Liberty, and to live accoꝛding ta their 
Luft, in Leachcry. and all other abominations, without- regard 
ok the upꝛightnels ok nature, honeſty, oz fear of God. 

When Noe had pꝛeached foꝛty years ſpace of the laſt deſtrudi⸗ 
on of the Moꝛld, theſe obſfiuate Gyants being muz zeled in all 
wickedneſs ok life, deteſtably turned all his Admonitions and 
Sermons to mockery, : Whereat God was wzath, and ſent a 
great Floud which dꝛowned all living Creatures ſaving Noe 
and his th:& ons, Sem, Ham and Japhet, with their wives. 
Then J thought to have loſt my raign in the world, but in 
tho2t ſpace they increaſed wonderfully. | 

Then J counſelled them to build an hig 5 Tawor, which 
might reach as hig As Heaven, that in deſpight of God they 
might ſave themſelves, ik again he meant to dzown the world: 
But God confounded their device; and where -befqze all the 
world ſpake in one Language, be devided them, ſo that the 
Tower remained unfiniſhed, foz the Builders underſtood not 
each others ſpe brit 

Then the Poſteritp ot Noah wers diſperſed, thzoughout the 
world, and A reigned 2 them every where, counſelling 
manp Nations to koꝛſake the 2 of God, and to wozſhip 
the Hoſt of Heaven, as the Sun, the Mon, the Stars, the 
Planets, the Fire, the water, the Air, and the Garth, and to 
make Jdols and honour them. inthelikneſſeof Men, of Beafts, 
and Birds, and to woꝛſhip them, ſo that the true knowledge of 
God ſhould be pꝛoper but unto one People, deſcended from the 
toynes of Abraham, and they are the Jewes. . 

Then J demanded. ok Folly, how Idolatry entred the 
wol, and where ſhe tak place firſt. My Hon (quoth che) 
underſtand that Idolatry hath. ben-bzought into the world by 
my means, foz Jdolatry tek her firſt. Dsiginal and beginning 
in Chaldea, in the City of Babilon, - and in the Region oz 
Country of the Aſſyrians, in the raign of Ninus the third King, 
which was the Son of Bell, Bell of Nimroth, Nimroth of 
Chus, Chus of Cham, Cham of Nee {ſo that Ninus the third 
King of Babylon, was the ürſt Man that did dzdain Temples, 
and ſet up Altars, to Sacrifice upon, unto his Father Bell, 
and to Juno his Mother, Firſt, he faſhioned their ſtanding J⸗ 
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mages, and ſet them in the middeſt of the City of Babylon 
and that was the firſt beginning of Jdolatry : other Neigh- 
bour Nations did as much: the Apyptians made the 
like by Oſiris, ſirnamed Jupiter, the true Don of Cham and 
of Rhea. The ſame Ofiris, after his death was cſf&nted or 
the Egyptians foz his Uertue to be à God, ſo that the matter 


by my Counſell ( quoth Folly )-furned ta Jyolatry. F092 they 


offered Sacrifice unto him, and honoured him in koꝛm of an Dx. 


02 a Calf: the like did alſothe Childzen of Iſrael in the De- 
ſarts with their Adol, which afferwards was named Seraphis. 
But z as pet France and; Germany were not infected with 
Adokatrp, howbeit J did my Endeavgur ta make it moze 
Univerfall; and ceaſed. not, till that ſhoztly after - this 
Peſtilence had taken Rot. Foz the abobe⸗ named Ninus , 
Sonne of Bell Ring of Babylon, married Semiramis, that 
wonderfull Woman ,. who (as it is w2itten ) deviſed that all 
the Male Childzenſhoulabe gelded, of her Body begat he ane 
Sonne-named Ninus the Second and by another wife, he had 
another Sonne called. Trabeta, who by Right of SlicceNion 
ſhould have enjoyed the Crown of Babylon, but that his Mo⸗ 
ther-in-Law kept him from it, and tok the Government and 
rule unte her ſelf, and:Mept-1t in the b{halfe ef her poung 
Donne Ninus. Trabeta then kearing his Step⸗ Mother, fled 
from Babylon, and after long travell he arrived in France, not 
farr from the River ot Rhene, where he founded a City 
and called if Treves, which is pet a very ancient City. At 
that time was Gallica Belgica, and all the Country about if, 
which we call —— 2 firſt Inkeded and Poyſoned 
with 'Jbolatty; whteh was 1947 \Pears befoze the Incar⸗ 
nation or Jeſus Cheiſt. There Trabeta (by my Counſell ) 
made the Picture of his Gꝛand⸗ father Bell the Sonne of Nim- 
roth; the great Gyant , and firſt Saturn of the Babylonians, to 
be Wozſhipped in the City of Treves. But afterward Bavo 
'who founded the City Pelges, atherwiſe called Bayvoy in 
Hainot, had taken by Fonte the City of .Trxyes, and yigc- 
rioufly bzonght 10 Bav6y all the Treaſure of Treves, 155 their 
Idols, wherewith- alſo he bzought- his own, Idols from 
Phrygia, By this means the errour of Jdolatry was moze 
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authoꝛiſed: Foz by my counſell he built with the ſpoyles of his 
conqueſt ſeven marvellous and mighty Temples in his City, 
which had ſeven doꝛs, acco2ding to the ſeven Planets ; they had 
alſo a thouſand Towers, every one an hundzed cubifs high, and 
eighteen fot bzoad. By what J have related, (quoth Folly ) 
you may perceive that the Babylonians, the Agyprians, the 
Mrygians, the French-men , and the Germains , followed my 
counſell: but as foꝛ other Nations, they were not as yet infected 

with Jdolatry : Foz the god Patriarch Noah, otherwiſe calley 
Janus, having dwelt in Italy fourſcoze and two years, and be- 
ing 950 years old, ( 370 years after the Floud) he dyed, befoze 
the Jncarnation 1976 years. This god Man was lamented x 
bewayled th2ongh all the Wozld generally, but chiefly of the l- 
talians, then called Lanigenes, and of the Armenians, ober 

whom he firſt raigned. Theſe People p2eſently after they knew 
of Noahs death, they hononred him as a holy Man: Foz in 

thoſe dayes all holy Men were counted Gods: as it is often 

mentioned in the holy Scriptuxe, I have ſaid ye are Gods; and 

ye all are children of the moſt high. And which is moze, they 

made him Temples Altars, as now adapes Jdolaters do un- 

to the Saints of Heaven. A ( quoth Folly ) made the ſimple peo- 

ple aſſure themſelves that his Soul was removed into ſome of 

the Heavenly bodies, foz the which they called, him the Sun, 

and the ſev of the Moꝛld, the Father of Gods, the greater and 

leCer, the God of Peace, Juſtice, and Holineſſe, the d2iver a- 

wap of evill things, and the p2eſerver of all god things. JA- 

gain, they called his Succeſſours, Janus, Geminus, Quadifrons, 

Enotrius , Ogiges, Vertumnus, Jupiter Optimus Maximus. 
Then J perſwaded the People to offer Sacrifice unto him as 

unto God, by which deed they became all IAdolaters: foz if they 

had eſteemed him no better then a holy Man, they had not ſin⸗ 

ned in that, foz indted he was a holy Man. Mark what Au- 

ſtine ſaith in his tenth Bok of the City of God * It is not law- 

full ( ſaith he) to offer any ſacrifice to any Saint, be it Man 

or Angel; but only to God. Ifter the deſtruction of Troy, Eneas 

came into Italy, bzinging with him his own Jdols, and the 

Gods of Troy: herenpon Jdolatry tok fozce , and encreaſed 

moze and moze. J think (quoth Folly ) that this * I 

ave 
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have fold thee already may ſuffice to declare how Jdalafry en⸗ 


fred the woꝛld firſt. Thou haſt heard alſo how J governed In- 
gels and Nations. Now thou ſhalt underſtand how J have 
ruled and o2dered particular perſons. 

Ifter the Floud, J firſt ruled Cham, Noahs Son, who bc- 
ing wholly givin to the Magicall Art, obtained, and had the 
name of Zoroaſter. He hated his Father, becauſe he loved his 
gdvn b2other better then him, in revenge whereof upon a day he 
found his Father Noah dzunk, lping faſt aſlep upon the ground, 
unhoneſtly he diſcoured his Fathers P2ivities : and ( by my 
counſell ) he pꝛeſumed to touch thoſe his ſecret parts, and Jn- 
chanted them by his Magicall Art, ſo that ever after foz want 
of ability, he could not jopne jCue with any woman to beget 
Childꝛen. His Father being angry thereat, abandoned him fo2 
a ſeaſon. : After that, he became the firſt King and Saturn of 
Egypt, inſomuch as the holy Scripture called Cham the firft 
King of Egypt. | 

Again, by my counſell he trayned up his People accozding 
fohis own Nature, in all villany and filthyneſs; openly affirm- 
ing, that Men might lawfully uſe and have to do with their own 
Daughters and Siſters , as was the cuſtome befo2g the Floud, 
and alſo to commit many other unlawfull devs , which J am a- 
ſhamed to declare: by the which doctrine, natural Uirginity 
was oftentimes violently aſſaulted x raviſhed. Then my friend 
Cham went into Italy and Uſurped the Realm to himſelf. Ind 
whereas other P2inces of his Linage in Germany , Spain, and 
France, gave god examples to their Subjects, inftructing them 
in god and godly Lawes, he cantrariwiſe ſpoyled all the Pouths 
in Italy, cozrupting them in all k ind ol Uices, as Leachery , 
"Theft, Murther, Poyſoning , and Enchantment, whereof he 
himſelf was the firſt Anventer, as all Hiſtoꝛiographers hold © - 
pinion. But when his god Father Noah underftod of it, he 
came into Italy, and hunted him fromthence. | 

If JI ſhould w2ite of all the evil devs of Cham, it would be 
a weighty piece of wo2k; and the matter wouldſem monſtrous. 
But at the laſt , he conveyed himſelf over among the Bactrians, 
a People inhabiting towards the Indians, where by his En- 
chantment the People became his Subjeds, and he ralgned o⸗ 
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ver them with great Foꝛte and Power. Pet at the laſt he was 
Uanquiſhed an Slain in Battel by Ninus King of Babylon, 
which deſcended of his race by his Son Chus. Thus) quoth 
Folly) J lot my Friend Cham, ſirnamed Zoroaſter , Satnrn 
of Egypt, the common Enemy of God and Man, and one of 
the moſt perverſe x unfowardeſt Tyrants that ever was in the 
ULo:ld. 

J governed Bell the ſecond King of Babylon, and his Donne 
Ninus : info whoſe heads J put a diſo2dinate raging, ſo that they 
deſired to rule alone in the Mozld. And to bꝛing this to paſs, J 
counſelled them to change and cut off the Golden Age, which 
would have things common, peaceable, and in quiet. Here- 
unto they armed themſelves by all poſſible means, undertaking 
to ſpople Sebatius Saga, ſirnamed Saturn, Bing and Patriarch 
of Armenia, ſo made and o2vatned-by his Gzand- Father Noah. 
The ſame Sebatius was Son of Chus, and Bꝛzother to Nim- 
roth, whom Moſes called Sabtah in Hebzew, which in Ta⸗ 
tine is Saturnus. | 

Then the ſaid Sebatius King of Armenia, (having hardly 
eſcaped the hands ot Bell and Ninus) went foz refuge to his 
Gand: father Noah in Italy, where Noah made him King 
and Patriarch of the Aborignes, and founded him a City on the 
other ſide of Tiber, which was named Saturnia: as Virgil 
declareth in a paſſage, where he ſaith thus: 

Primus ab æthereo venit Saturnus O lympo, 
Arma Jovis fugiens, & regnis exul ademptis. 
That is to ſay : 
Saturn the firſt, from's Realm did flie, 
for fear of Joves Artillery, 
sie loſt his Rule and Regiment, 
LET and led his life in baniſnment. 

Foz Bell the Sonne of Nimroth was ſirnamed Jupiter. 
And it is not likely to be true, as ſome ſay, that the ſame 
Saturn that was chaſed away by Jupiter was Nimroth the 
King of Crete, but the Bibleſaith, that he was King of Ba- 
bylon, which was far diſtant from the Idle of Crete. In thoſe 
dayes they termed the chief Man of every Houſe Saturn: their 
Sons Jupitets oz Joves ; their Daughters, Juno's: and their 
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Nephews, Hercules: ſs that we find in ancient Recozds, mane 
men named Saturn, Jupiter, and Hercules. 

But to my purpoſe, ( quoth Folly ) the above namned Ninus 
by my counſell, after the death of his Father Bell, cauſed his 
Picture q ftanding Image to be made,commanding every man- 
ner of perſon to do Homage unto the Idols of his Father and 
Mother, and to adoze them with Divine Wozſhip : and ſo he 
was (as you have heard) the firſt Jnventer of Jvolatry. J 
governed Tipboa the Son of Cham, in whom all his Fathers 
Uices abounded. He malicioullp envyed the pꝛoſperitp of his 
B2other Oſiris, ſirnamed Jupiter the Juſt who was a great per- 
ſecutoz of Tyrants. Jt angred me (quoth Folly ) that ſo honeft 
a man lived. Then A cauſed TiPhon with other Gyants, to 
murther Oſiris, inſomuch that Tiphon cnt him in ſix and twen⸗ 
ty pieces, and beſtowed them upon other Spants that helped 
hun to wozk his feat. But the god Hercules of Lybia, the 
Son of Oſiris, with the help of his other Bzethꝛen, in konghten 
Field, killed Tiphon the Gyant, and the other Tyrants which 
conſent to his Fathers death. 

A governed (quoth Folly ) one Jupiter King of Crete, Which 
Country is now called Candie. But fozasmuch as the Gꝛœk 
Lyars, ond other Writers both Latine and French, to en- 
large their Lycs and D2eams, attribute that unto this Jupi- 
ter oftentimes, which oppertains not to him, J would have 
you mark well, that in thoſe dayes, the Kings Childzen 
and Fathers of Families, were called Iupiters, 02 loves: 
notwithftanding there are th: of that name renowned, as 
we find in Hiſtozies. The firſt was Oſiris the Nephew of Noah, 
the Son of Cham: who was no leſs god then his Father was 
evill. This Iupicer begat great Hercules of Lybia : who was 
King of Spain, France, and Italy. This great Hercules was 
like unto his Father, a great perſecnfo2 cf Tyrants th2eughout 
all the wozld. He begat of Araxa, the young Tuſcus, King of 
Tuſcany tn Italy. 

This Tuſcus begat Alcirus Blaſcon, by whom was begetten 
Cambo Blaſcon, which was (as ſome lay ) ſirnamed the ſeccnd 
Jupiter, and Wozthipped in the wozld. Now this Cambo B!a!con 
ſirnamed Iupiter, begat upon Electra the Daughter of Atlas 
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firnamed Italus (of whom pet Italy beareth the name) Jaſjus 
and Dardanus. This the lying Cretians, and many ether 
Triflers, attribute unto Jupiter of Crete: Which matter is in 
" controverſie and may be denped. Foz Dardanus after he had 
killed his B2cther Jaſius by envy andfreaſcn, he fled into the 
Ille of Samos, and from thence info Phrygia, where he foun- 
ved a City Called Dardania, whcre he begat a Son called E- 
rictonius, and of him lincally deſcended Troas who gave the 
City of Dardania the name of Troy. 

This ſame Troas had thzè childzen, Illius Iſſaracula, and 
Ganimedes , Which Ganimedes was taken by Tatus the King 
of high Phrygia and ſold to Jupiter of Crete, to be abuſed like a 
Sodomite: which argueth that he begat not Dardanus the great 
G2and-fater of Ganimedes. The firſt Jupiter then you may 
perceive was Oſiris, Nephew to Noah, whom Moſes named 
Mazaraim. The ſecond Jupiter was Cambo Blaſcon King of 
Italy, which ſome ſay alſo had been King of Athens, and of 
Arcady , but J think that Jupiter of Arcady, who begat Lace- 
demon, is ſome other beſide Cambo Blaſcon. Howſoever the 
caſe ſtandeth, certain it is that Jupiter of Crete, Ofiris end 
Cambo Blaſcon were contraries. 

The third Jupiter, renowned in the Mozld, was King of 
the. Ifle of Crete: who bare in his Dcutchion and Coat-Ar- 
mour an Eagle: but in all his manners he was altogether gi⸗ 
ven to Folly. Fo2 he defloured Utirgins, he raviſhed Wives , 
abuſed young childzen, and committed all kind of Uillany that 
was poſſible either to be ſpoken oz dene. He commited adul⸗ 
tery with Alcmena, the Wife of Amphitrio, of whom he begat 
little Hercules of Greece: he did the like with Lada : the Mike 
of Tyndarus, of whom alſo he begat fair Helen: I loathe to tell 
what Deflourings and Rapes he offered and thruſt upon di⸗ 
vers perticular Maidens and fair poung Childzen. But not- 
withſtanding his vile life ( quoth Folly .) by my means the fude 
People made him a God, and many falſe Lyars have attributed 
unto him the Noble deeds of the god Patriarch Noah, and his 
Nephew Oſiris ſirnamed Jupiter the Juſt. | 

Mozeover, they did not only make Sacrifice unto him, but 
alſo gave him the Title and Name. of Moſt excellent good, 
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whereas inderd he was the worſt evil: koz he was an Inceſtuou 
and Sodomitical perſon, and a common Enemy to Chaſtity 
honeſty, inſomuch that People opcnly in their Stage 
playes counterfeited, Sung and Deſcanted upen the filthy 
Leacheries, and other Uillanies which he uſed, affirming that 
ſuch Antiques and Pageants were moſt fit and agreeable unto 
him: By means whereof all his Subjects gave themſelves ta 
the ſame, ſaying, that it was as fit koz them ſo to live, as fax 
their great God Jupiter. 

J governed little Hercules of Greece, otherwiſe called Al- 
ceus , the Baſtard Son vnto the ſame Jupiter, whom he had by 
Alcmena, the Wife of Amphitrio. Unto the ſame Hercules 
the lying Gzeeks, full of Wain Eloquence, give the name and 
title of great Hercules of Lybia, which is moſt falſe : Foz that 
Hercules of Greece was the ffrſf Pyrate that ever roved on the 
Seas, andabounded with all Uice, following the ſteps of his 
Father Jupiter the Jdulterer, in all reſped&s, and as he lived, 
even ſo he: dyed: Foz being mad ( ſaith Seneca) he flct his 
wife and childzen, and afterwards burned hiniſelf. But a little 
befoze his death he made Philactetes ſwear that he would never 
diſcloſe his Death, no2 the manner how he had beſtowed him⸗ 
ſelf, which thing he did of a Uain, arrogant, p2oud, and ambi⸗ 
tious mind, even to tbis end, that the people might repo2t and 
believe, that the Gods had d2awn him up to Heaven inviſible: 
but it chanced not as he defired. Pet notwithftanding ( quoth 
Folly ) J perſwaded the lying Greeks that it was ſo, and made 
them woꝛſhip him as a God. 

I governed fair Paris King Priams Son, whoſe ſirname was 
Alexander. At the firſt he made no account of me, but 
leading a Contemplative life he followed the Loze of Pallas the 
Goddeſs of wiſdome, mine Tdverſary : but when Juno, Pallas, 
and Venus, were at-ffrife koz the golden Ball, which was 
thꝛown among them, ( with condition that the faireſt of thens 
ſhould have it) they committed the matter to the Judgme 
of Paris ſirnamed Alexander? who was upon point fo give 
Sentence in the Behalfe of Pallas mine Enemy, but by my 
perſwaſion afterwards: he gave it unfo Venus my. god friend, 


and my old acquaintance : then foz Recompente., of his 
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folifh judgment, J counſelled him fo go to Greece, where he 
raviſhed fair Helen. Hereupon the Greeks in a great and mad 
rage P2epared all their foꝛce againft the Trojans, and after ten 
pears Siege againf their City they tok Tlion, and put King 
Priam, to death, inſomuch that the whole Kralme was thereby 
defaced. 

In that War were kill'd many Pzinces # Noble Knights, 
as Hector, Achilles, and Paris alſo was flain by Philactetes 
the companion of the leffe Hercules, in a Combat fought hand 
to hand. The weapons which they uſed were Bowes and fozked 
Arrowes, wherewith Philactetes wounded Paris in thꝛœ places. 
Firſt, in his lekt hand; ſecondly, in his right eye ; thirdly, in 
both his legs, which were faſtned with the ſtroak together. Be⸗ 
ing thus wounded, the Trojans carried him into the City , 
where thoztly after he died. 

J governed ( quoth Folly ) fair Helen, the baſtard Daughter 
ar the third Jupiter King of Crete, begotten of Læda the Wife 
ef Tindarus : Which Helen, by my counſell, went from her 
Huſband Menelaus, and ſuffered her ſclf fo be raviſhed by a 
yung Lecherous Trojan named Paris, firnamed Alexander, 
the Son of King Priam : the bꝛought blood and death to Troy, 
inſtead of Dowzie : foz by her occation Troy was deſlroped and 
priam with the moſt part of his Childzen killed. And fo the 
end that her adulterous Mate Paris 02 Alexander, ſhould not 
tea ve her and goto his own lawful Wife Pagales Oenone, ſhe 
bewitched him with certain dzinks, wherein ſhe was her crafts 
Siſtrifs: which thing when one doth uſe he is in ſuch caſe 
fhat he koꝛgets all things paſt, and all ſozrows pꝛeſent. When 
che was thus arrived at Troy, the god man her Huſband 
Menefaus, with Ulyſſes and other G2&k- Embaſſadours, came to 
fetch her away, and King Priamus commanded that the ſhould be 
b2zought into his pacſence, offeringunto her frankly with loud 
voyre, that the ſhould (ik ſhe thought god) frely and with 
full liberty depart agam info Greece, with all her refinue, 
people, and pelk. Whereunto che anſwered in thehcaring 
et her Huſband and Ring Priam, with the reſt of his Conn- 
felt and Commons, that the was not viſpoſey to reti re to her 
Cauntrey; wiſhing alſo that her Hul band Menclaus that god 
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man might go fo God, that ſhe was none of his wife, nei⸗ 
ther would ſhe have to do with him, and that ſhe came not 
to Troy again her will, neither did ſhe eſteem of his 
marriage. 

To conclude, at length Troy by Treaſon was taken, and 
ranſackt: eighten pears after ſhe had been from her Huſ- 
band, and all that ſpace had lived in Leachery, with two 
Adulterers, ſhe grew to agreement and mads peace with her 
Huſband Menelaus. But when ſhe was wared old the loked 
inaglaſſe, and ſ&ing her face far from fair, ſhe fell info a 
loud laughter, and flouted at the Fools that foright ten years 
together, foz the love of a thing that faded ſo ſcen away : but 
when her Huſband Menelaus was dead, two chief men of the 
City Sparta, named Nicoſtracus and Magapentus, men of 
great authozity, hunted Helen out of the Citie aud Realm 
of Lacedemonia, without appointing unto her any place oz 
pꝛoviſion to keep her. Upon which Baniſhment ſhe came 
to Rhodes to her ancient Companion and Friend Queen 
Polipo, Which was alſo then a Widdow, by reaſon of the 
Death of her Huſband: Tlepolemus, who was lain befo2e 
Troy: Ind when ſhe was at Rhodes, Mueen Polipo uſed 
her very well; but the young Gentlewomen her wait⸗ 
ing Maids hated her deadly, fo2 that ſhe was the cauſe that 
their Ring Tlepolemus was killed: inſomuch that upon a 
day they conſpired together againſt her, and got her into a 
Garden, where they faſtning a Rope about her Neck hung 
her upon a Tree and ſtrangled her to death. This was the mi⸗ 
Terable end of Helen, who being dead ( quoth Folly ) J put info 
the heads of the blinde people that ſhe was a GoddeCe, by reaſon 
of her incomparable. Beauty. Fo2 which conſideration they be- 
ing not only Jdolatruſly, and herctically, but alſo damnable de- 
ccived, built her a marvellous coſtly and ſtately Temple, æ na⸗ 
med her mith great Devotion, The Goddeſſe of Feauty, and devi⸗ 
ſed many falfe Miracles and Lpes, the which fo2 bzevity J let 
paſs. J governed (quoth Folly) Puaraoh Amenophis, and Para. | 
oh Bacchoris, both Kings of Agypt: who by my counſell caul'd 
all the Male Childꝛen of the Jewes to be dzowncd, which people 


the firſt Pharaoh held in marvellous ſgþjc&tgn, 2s - the 
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"fecond, J inffruced him ſo well that he would not ſuffer the 


Child2en of Iſrael to depart out of his Land, but in the end 
being ſconrged by God he was conſtrained to let them go, and 
when they were gone, J gave him Counſell, in revenge, to pur- 
ſue them with all their Chivalry and Power cf Egypt, which 
thing he did: but the Tyr ant and all his Company were dzown- 
ed in the red ſea, J governed Chore, Dathan and Abiram, 
cotmſelling them not to obey the Commandment of Moſes 
whom God had 92dained chief Governour over the C hildzen of 
Iſrael :but Chore in offering Incenſe confrary to his Dffice,was 
attainted, and five hundzed mo2e of his Faction with him. Ind 
fo? the Kebcllionof Dathan and Abiram, the Earth opened, in- 
ſomuch that they, their Wives, childaen, and ga ds, were all 
ſwallowed up alive. | 

J governed Saul the firſt King of Iſrael ; at the beginning of 
his Kaign he was god and Godly, but af laſt J enchanted him 
fo that he cauſed many of Gods Pꝛieſts fo be killed, inſomuch 
that in ene day he put to Death fourſcoze and five. J counſelld 
him to perſecute god David, aànd to ask counſell of witches and 
Sorcerers, contrarp to Gods Laws;then at the laſt being fozſa- 


ken of God, he was vanquiſhed by the Philiſtines, and with his 


own hands flew himſelf upon the Mount of Gilboa. 

J was ſo bold as to enter into King Davids Houſe, and by my 
eounſel I made him commit adultery with Bathſheba the wife of 
Urias : Ind notwithſtanding that Urias was his faithfull Ser⸗ 
vant, + god Counſellour, yet J gave him counſell to kill. Urias, 
by means whereof his Sin might be covered in mar iage of his 
wife. Foꝛ the which offence the Pꝛophet Nathan diſcloſed me, ſo 


that me farther meaning b2ake off & ever after J was vaniſhed 


his hoe. J alſo'geverned his Don Abſelon, who after he had 
killed his B2other Amnon, made war with his Father, + d2ave 
him from Hieruſalem, being nothing aſhamed to enter the houſe 
of all his Fathers concubines,and to lye with them; but an Dak 
did execute Juſtice upon that wicked child, foz when he thought 
to eſcape with his Mule, the Tree cought him faſt by the Hair 
of the head, till Joab came with v Dart and killed him. 
A alſo governed Rehoboam King Solomans Son, who un⸗ 
rcaſonably grieved aud oppzeſſed his people with W 
m- 
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Jmpoſis: Inſomuch, that when they requeſted to have it ſome - 
what eaſed, he did not only deny their Petitions , but alſo gave 
them uncourtedus Language, following the connſell of his 
poung wanton Gentlemen, rathe then the wiſe admonitions 
of grave Counſellours, by the which means he loft the greateſt 
part of his Realm. 
J governed the great Queen Jezabel, by whoſe advice King - 
Achab her Huſband worſhipped the Jdol Baal, and cauſed 
god Naboth to be killed: She perſecuted the P2ophets 
of God, and made many of them to be put to Death: She 
ſought by all means fo diſpatch god Elias; but as her Life 
was evil, ſo was her death ſhamefunll:foz ſhe falling from a high 
window, was overth2own with hozſes feef, + eaten up of Dogs. 
J governed Sardanapalus , the laſt King of the Aſlyrians , 
who regarded not the Government of the Kealm, but lived alto- 
gether in delight. He nſed to paint his Face, and to apparell 
himſelf in womans apparell : he ererciſed himſelf in all Kinds 
of villany and filthineſs : inſomuch that when he ſaw thac he 
was fozſakenof the greateſt of his people, and that he had very 
evill luck in Battell againſt his Enemies, and ſtod upon no 
ground free from danger of death; Jchanced one dap, that be⸗ 
ing in the Tower of Babylon, he let it on fire, and there burned 

himſelf, and all that ever he had. 5 
Y governed Cambiſes King of Perſia, the Son of god Ring 
Gyrus, who by my counſell was given to gluttony, and Dꝛun⸗ 
kenneſs, with other vices not beſeming a P2ince. Upona time, 
Praxaſpes one of the moſt excellent counſellours, ſeeing him im- 
moderatly bibbing, reverently told htm that it was not Pzince- 
like: whereat the King was w2oth,and commanded him to ſend 
koꝛ his poungeft Son, who being b2onght, Cambiſes cauſed Prax- 
aſpes to tie him to a Tree, ſaying : If I can hit the heart of thy 
Son with an arrow out ef my long bow, is it the feat of a man 
that is drunk? Ss Cambiſes ſhot, and clove the childs heart a- 
ſundsr, and ſhewed it unto his Father, with a warning to take 
h#d how he judged his Liege Lozddzunk. Then J made him 
marry his own natural Siffer,and to kill his own B2other. It 
fo:tuned upon a day, that as the Ring and the Queen his ſiſter 
were at the Table, foz hisP aſtime and Recreation ſake he had 
A bs 
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a young Lyon let loſe, and a mighty maſtiffe o: Band-Dogge 
that the King kept: theſe two fonght lo long, till at laſt the 
Dog was like to have the woꝛſt. Mithin the ſight of this Game 
another Maſtiffe was tyed in a Chain, both bꝛed of one Bitch, 
this band ⸗ dog bꝛake his Chain in haftex came to help his fel- 
low, inſomuch that theſe two degs over came and killed the Ly ⸗ 
en. The King liked well of the lave and loyalty of the two dogs, 
but the Queen being moved thereat, began ta wep bitterly. 
Which when Cambiſes ſaw, he asked the cauſe of her ſez row, 
to whoſe demand the Queen anſwered in this ſozt. 

It is otherwiſe happened to my brother, than to this Dog 
that was too weak for the Lyon. For thou being his own bro- 
ther, haſt not ſhewed the like love and faithfulneſs unto him, 
as this Band-dogge hath done to his Mate; for thou haſt 
cauſed thy brother. to be ſlain, The King being ſoze diſ- 
pleaſed, and full of indignation at her anſwer, commanded that 
the Queen ſhould be had away by and by ont of his ſight, and 
put to death, the which was done: but as the King came one 
day out of Egypt riding on hozſe-back his Swozd by hap fell 
out of the ſcabbard, and he fell likewiſe upon the paint of it, and 
was thziſt thozow the body, and dyed. 

J governed ( quoth Folly ) one Cataline a Roman, a bery ſe- 
ditious Fellow, who conſpired fo kill all the Senato2s of Rome: 
but hs was put beſides his purpoſe, by reaſon that one Cicero 
opened it, and he, with all his Conſpirato2s were killed in bat⸗ 
tell. J governed ( quoth Folly ) Herod, and Herodias, to ac- 
tmpliſh their Leachery J coupled them in marriage, albeit ſhe 
was his Bꝛother Philips Wife,which unlawful mariage Saint 
John repzehending and {inning fault withall, foz ſo doing had 
his Head cutoff. J governed Pilate, Annas, and Caiphas, in 
Jeruſalem, with many Doco2s, Pꝛieſts, Scribes, and Phariſes: 
F ccunſclled them to crucifie Chꝛiſt between two Thieves as if 
he had ben a ſower of Seditten: which being done, A 
thought then that J had won all the Mozld, but when J ſaw 
that upon the third day after he roſe again, contrarp to my 
reckoning J loft a great number of Clyants and Subjects, whs 
hearing the Jxoftles pꝛeach, guite abandoned and gave me 
over. 5 
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I governed Nero the ſixth E mperour of Rome, who at the 
, beginning of his Reign was god and vertuous, but after he 
_- had poſſeſſed the Empire five years , he became moſt evil and 


wicked,and was given to Leachery and Filthineſs. This man 


was a Murtherer, he flew his Wife, his Mother, and divers o⸗ 
ther honeſt Perſons, of which number Seneca was one; he was 
the firſt Perſecuter of the Chꝛiſtians, and put many god men 
to death, as fo2 example, B. Peter, and S. Paul, with other. But 
the Tyrant being upon a time unguarded, and wanting about 
im his Lientenants and Captain ot War , the Senatozs and 
tates of Rome ſought means fo puniſh him, foꝛ anger whereof 
e killed himſelf, and the Souldiers that were to ſ&@k him 
ound him dead in the Field. 

J governed Antonine Baſſian Caracalla , the nineteenth Em- 
perour of Rome, who by my counſel killed his b2other: Geta: 
beſides that, he marryed his Step⸗ mother, and deſired Pompini- 
on the great Lawyer to excuſe his murther. Who anſwered 
him: That he was not ſo willing to excuſe a Murther as he was to 
diſcloſe him: the Emperoꝛ unwo2thy of ſo god an anſwer, kil- 
led the Lawyer. a | 

J governed Varius Heliogabalus, the one and twentieth Em⸗ 
perour of Rome, who by my Counſel lived ſo diſſolutely, that 
he left behind him no memoꝛy of honeſt life, but infamy. This 
Manus own Souldiers flew him, and thꝛew him into a Ditch; 
and becauſe his body would not ſink to the bottom, they dꝛagged 
him out again with a Hook, andhurled him infothe River 
Tiber. J governed (quoth Folly) Julian Apoſtata, the nine and 
thirtieth Emperour of Rome, who in his life was. ſo wiſe and 
well given, that hc was made Reader in the Church of Nicode- 
mia, This man Travelled to Athens, where hc ſtudied Phi - 
loſophy, but hz ſtaped not long in that god purpoſe , fo2 by 
the counſel of me Folly, he renounced the Chꝛiſtian Faith, 
and became a Revelter, and an Idolater: J perſwaded him 
to perſecute the Ch2iſtians , leſt they ſhould encreaſe ſeven fo2 
one- J movedhimalſo by my ſubtil device, to rot and wed 
them out quite, which thing he meant to do, but he was 


kild within two pears affer , who being lain in Perſia, and 


pielding up his evil Spirit, he lifted up his blody hand to 
E Heaven 
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heaven in contempt and deſpight of Jeſus Ch2iff, making this 
out⸗ cry; O Galilean, thou haſt the Victory. By 
J governetthe falſe P2ophet Mahomer, and counſelled him td 
make a Book, to entitle it Alcoran , and to expound things in 
the Holy Scriptures carnallp, which he did; and that Law is 
pet continued in the greateſt part of the Mozld. J Governed 
Meſaline an Empꝛeſs, the nobleſt whoze in the world, who he- 
ing but newly marrped to Claudius fifth E mperdur of Rome, an 
old Gentleman, when ſhe found by pꝛook, that her Husband 
was inſufficient, and unable to ſatisfie her leacherous deſires, 
by my counſel ofteritimes ſhe diſgniſed her ſelf into mans Ap- 
parel, and went to the common Stewes, where ſhe abuſed her 
body with a great number, returning back no better than a 
Bitch, and vaunted that ſhe hand vanquiſhed and gone beyond all 
the Whozes in the honſe of Bawdzy. When the Wand?ing 
Knight had hard theſe wonderful Diſcourſes nttered by Folly, 
and having in him ſome ſparks of reaſon and inclination of na- 
ture, he thought himſelf foliſh,if it were not in him to judge of 
Deeds ſo miſchiveous and ill. Ind being no longer able to k&ep 
ſilence, he breaks his minde fo Folly , finding great fault with 
this unſatiable Empꝛeſs, inſomuch that he cryed out with a loud 
voice, and ſaid, Fie, fie, fie, filthy Bitch, and Vile Whore, worthy 
to be tyed to a Tree ſtark naked, and delivered to greedy Dogs and 
ravening Birds to be devoured. Then J asked Folly what was 
the end of this wicked woman, who told me that the &mperonr 
put her to Death, becauſe ſhe was not content with her lawful 
Husband, but marrped another Man, whoſe name was Silius : 
whereunto J aſſented, ſaping, that it was a god ded , fo2 there 
need fo moꝛe but thꝛe ſuch deteſtable filths in all France to ſpoyl 
the whole Realm. 

This Tale of Folly touching her deeds and exploits, her de- 
vices, and p2actices , her pꝛovocations and counſels , it being 
long and ſtrange, J am not able to repeat as it was ſpoken : 
but have nakedly recoꝛded ſo muth as reſteth in my remem- 
b2ance ; which thing J have the rather done, to the end that all 
devout Chꝛiſtian Readers might willingly learn, and thꝛough⸗ 
ip know what great wickedneſs they commit in following the 
evil Counſel ok Dame Folly. Every one onght to fozſake her; 


lp; 
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fo2 that the end of ſuch as be ruled by her pꝛecepts, tread in her 
paths, and dance after her Pipe, is p2oved by experience to be 
dangerous, deadly, and damnable, But now let us return to 
our Uoyage, and fozmer matter. 


CHAP. VI, 


The Wandring Knight finding two ways , and doubtful whether of 
them to take : Then chanced to come unte 0 Vertue and Vo- 
luptuouſneſs, either of them offering to conduct and guide the 
Knight on his way. 


O long laſted the talk of Folly, that we had wo2n out the way 
well, and the Sun went low. In the end we came into a 
ſtraight , where we found two ways , one lay on the left hand, 
was fair, b2oad, andentring into a godly green Medow; the 
other, on the right hand, which was narrow, rocky, and full of 
Mountains. Being then in a perplexitp, and doubtful which 
of theſe ways J might take, Folly told me, that the way on the 
left hand was beſt and faireſt, and Temerity my Hoꝛſe kept a 
flinging to go that way, ſo that J had much ado to rein him in. 
Then ſaid J to Folly , that J feared leſt the green graſſie way 
would lead me into ſome ditch and Quagmire, where we ſhould 
ſtick faſt. Beſides that, J was moe than half diſcouraged 
with her Tales which the had told me; and though J in heart 
hated the:n,yet notwithſtanding cuſtom cauſed me to uſe them, 
not being able to do otherwiſe without Gods grace. Hereupon 
J was reſolv:d to take the way on the left hand, Folly keping 
me company. 

But as we were thus talking together, J eſpyed two Ladies 
coming towards the place where we ſtod, (which made me 
very glad) one of the Ladies rode upon a white Ho2ſe , and 
went in a Gown of coſtly colours, bzavelp emb2opdered with 
JNeedle-wo2k , and in a bo2der the th2e Divine, and the four 
Mozal Uertues were w2ought. This Lady was very beau- 
tikul, and the ſeemed naturally.to be fraught with godly graces 
and gifts, ſhe had a neat body, a ſwet countenance , a mo⸗ 
deft geſture; her face was not painted, ſhe was always very

ceurtedus, the pꝛetended autho2ity and reverence, without flat - 
tery ; ſhe was not ſow2e and grim, but lovely and amiable , the 
other Lady rode upon a Kafs colcured Yozſe, and went in a 
changeable coloured Gown, garniſhed with Gold and exceſſive 
coft : ſhe woze about her neck a chain of Gold, with rich Jewels 
tycd unto it: her f.rigers were decked with ring upon ring: ſhe 
ſeemed to have been delicately bꝛought up, her Face was beau- 
tiful, but J ſuſpected ſhe was paintec : her looks were wanton 
and uncenſtant, and ſhe rolled her eyes every was. This Lady 
came to me befo2e the other, and after ſalutations, J asked her 
which of the two ways J ſhould fake fo find perfect Felicity.

ſed to pleaſe thy Phanfaſie : all which pleaſures J will p20- 
vide the, with a thouſand moꝛe, fo2 if is in me to beflow ſuch 
things upon them that take me fo2 their Miſtreſs. 
* With theſe wozds J was bewitched and longed fo ſe this 

pleaſant Pallace , not miſtruſt ing that ſhe was any other then 
the ſaid and ſeemed to be. And being deſirous to learn her name, 
J began thus, My god Lady, may it not offend you ik Jask 
pour name? My ſon (quoth ſhe) ſuch as follow me, and have had 
experiente of my godnelſs, call me Felicity, and that deſervedly 
and of god right: Fo2 Jam indeed the Empzeſs of the Pal - 
lace of Wozldly pleaſures , whither J will bzing the befo2e 
night, if thou wilt follow me.

ffancing and follow my Counſel. J am not the vile, villanous, 
vain, miſchievous, ſubti!, deceteful, and lying Lady Volup- 
tuouſneſs; but J am the aſſure and ſafe way that leadeth to per⸗ 
fect Felicity. And though J am narrow and painful to paſs, pet 
if thou wilt follow me, J will make the merry, and guide the 
in the very wap which od hath oꝛdained to lead unto true bleſ⸗ 
ſedneſs. Fo2, my ſon, thou muſt underſtand this, that Jlmigh- 
ty God doth not beſtow on Men perfect joy and ſoveraign god⸗ 
neſs, unleſs they labour to achieve it.

Ik thou deſire Felicity, ſa lead thy Life that God of his 
goodneſs may vouchſafe *2 give it the.- Cleanſe thy heart and 
empty it of evil thoughts , be firm in Faith, eſtabliſh thy Soul 
with ſoundneſs and ſiutcrity, be not deceived with damnable 
Doctrine, noz led aray by w2ong Opinions. This that A tell 
the cannot be done Loithout labour, neither can any p2ofitable 
82 god thing be obtained without pains⸗taking. Thou ſz 


how Shepheards, Seamen, and all Irtificers, if they grow in 
wealth, it is by labour and travel. 
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Mere the Hughandman any better than a Fol, if he ould 
hope in Horveff to reap Co2noff his G20und where he hath 
fownno Sta, when Seafon ſerved : E ven ſo is that man mar- 
velionfly mil⸗ inkoꝛmed, that thinking to atchieve perfec Feli⸗ 
city, oꝛ to reap true bleſſedneſs, having not firſt ſoweſt his Field 
with Uertue, god Deeds, Faith, Hope, and Charity, which is 
the high⸗wap to Heaven, The Husbandman dungeth his 
G26und,ſoweth his Sed, grafteth his tres, tarreth his Shep, 
and leadeth his life in Labour, hoping to enjoy the Fruit, the 
G2alſe, the G2ain, the UWol, and generally all the pzofit : the 
expectation and full account whereof maketh him to take pains 
with pleaſure. Even ſo if thou wilt be content painfully to 
walk this wap, without regard either of Rocks oz Mountains, 
doubt not to find true Felicity. 

Having heard this long and wiſe admonition, and marking 
the Lady well, J could not be in quict till J knew her name:

Wives, IUidows and vertuons Uirgins, J reward my friends 
in p2oſperity, with holineſs, and in adverſify with kinde conſo- 
lation; J miniſter unto them Food, Ratment,lodging ſtrength, 
pafience!, and all things neceſſary ; and whether it be little oz 
much they take it in god part. Contrariwiſe, the friends of 
3 are never ſatisfied , although they have tm 
much. 

My Friends had rather ſing Pſalms than vain Songs: they 
had rather fait than be dꝛunk, they had rather pꝛay than curſe: 
they rile early and go to bed late: they have care of the Com-

But let us take this 
fair large way on the leſt hand, thꝛough which the greateſt part 
of people do paſle, and at night we will lodge in the Palace of 
Felicity. Ind this J tell the, that if thou chance to miſlike of 
thy entertainment there, within a day o2 two thou mapeſt re⸗ 
turn, koꝛ the way is but ſhoꝛt; and then (if thou think it god) 
thou mayſt claim over the Mountains, and ride th2ough the way 
on the right hand. 

Theſe delicate devices of my friend Folly daſhed quite the ad⸗ 
vertiſements of Vertue, whom (with thankſgiving) J bade fare- 
well, defiring her not to be offended, in that J did not follow her 
over the Mountains.

perfet Love. Foz God will be there where Unity is kept 
where people be at peace, and where Countreps be quiet whit h 
tannot be in UWzathful Mzetches. 1 Wazathful Man is like 
undo one poſſeſſed with the Devil, who is ever toꝛmented until 
he hath vomited him out. Warch maketh men fight,Wrath can-

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untu a Hog, whoſe life doth little god ta any Man, but rather 
gaeat harm, by reaſon of the noyſomneſs and fiithy ſtink which 
that naſty Beaſt pzocureth : but when the Bntcher hath killed 
him, then he pields peofif , becauſe it nouriſheth, xc. E ven ſs 
the covetous Wan whiles he liveth doth god to none, but rather 
damnifies his Neigbours : but, when Gods flaughtrr-man 
(Dearth J mean) comes and deſtropyeth him, then thoſethat live 
fare the better. The Covetons man is like a Band dog, that 
kerdeth upon Carrion, and will admit no companion to take 
part with him, but eating all alone, and filling his guts till he 
burſt, he dyeth, and the Fowles of the Tir devour him. The 
covetous man ho2deth his god, and ſuffereth the needy ta ſtar ve. 
The covetous Man croweth over the proz , the Devil croweth- 
over him. And upon covetouſneſs attend theſe Monſters, Uſu- 
ry, Simony, Fraud, Perjury, ànd all Sacriledge, Deceipr,Extortion, 
Oppreſſion, and the Devil. 

In the fifth Tower dwelt Gluttony, over whoſe Portal 
this Pokey was Waittem, VENEMOUS WINE 
AND DEADLY DAINTIES. Tiuth it is, that 
the thꝛoat is.the gate of the Body, you know that when an E⸗ 
nemy wauld win a Caſtile, tf once he get in at the Gate, he 
makes no doubt of winning the hold: even ſo: the Devil , 
when he hath entred in at the Thꝛoat, it is no queſtion but 
he would win both the heart and Body. Now his cuſtom is 
to enter with many Sins, of which Gluttony is the Mo⸗ 
ther. Foz the Drunkard and Immoderate Feeder conſentcth 
to all Nice. Therekoꝛe it is requiſite to ſet a god Poꝛter to 
kep the Thꝛoat, leit the Devil get in. Foꝛ as a Man may 
lead a Hoꝛſe when he hath him by the Bzidle: even ſo may 
the Devil rule a Man, having once gotten hold of his month 
by Glutrony , yea he then poſſeſfeth himſelf wholly. The ſer⸗ 
vant being Cozn-fed, offentimes rebelleth againſt his Ma⸗ 
ſter : even ſo the Body having receivederceſs and moꝛe than 
enough, ts apt to Rebel againſt the Spirit. Gluttony kils 
mo2e than the Swo2d of the Enemy, it makes many to dpe 
ſconer then they ſhould by Nature. Exceſſive Eating and 
Drinking cozrupteth the Body, and ingendereth diſeaſes. By 


Gluttony Men be franked , as Capons are crammed. 7 
G Glutton 
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Slutton is wozſe then a Hog that fœdeth filthily , and pet the 
Hog is like the Sire, of whom he takes his manners, and doth 
but his kind, | | 

They that make Taverns their Temples, arelike a Hog 
wallowing in the mire. Foz as the filthy Hog tumbleth in the 
mire and dirt, even ſo do Glnttons and D2unkards oftentimes 
wallow in damnable Drunkenneſs and Gluttony. Upon this 
foul ſin other fins do depend: as namely, Greedineſs of meat, 
Devouring, Daintineſs, Exceſs, Dulneſs of feeling, Fooliſh mirth, 
Vain-babling, Ribauldry; and bold beaſtlineſs. 

In the ſixth Tower lived Leachery, whoſe Poſey was A 
COMMON ANDfFILTHY WHORE DEFILETH 
BOTH BODY AND SOUL. Foz the Filthineſs of a 
Harlot cozrupteth a Man within and without. Df all ſins, this 
Sin of Leachery is the pleaſanteſt to the Devil, becauſe it 
hurteth both Body and Soul, and becauſe he was never 
toucht with it, being a Spirit, and no Body. Were not the 
Merchant a flat fol to make any Bargain, knowning befo2e 
that he ſhall repent it after? E ven ſo the Leacher fakes mach 
pains, he ſpends his goods to accompliſh his deſire, but after- 
wads he repenteth both his pains, his coſt, and his purchgſe : ne- 
vertheleſs, with that repentance he is not fo2given of God, nn- 
leſs a full purpoſe and reſolute intent of amendment iſſue and 
follow hereupon. The Leacher in his Life is thꝛee ways to2- 
mented : firſt, with the heat of a Harlot: ſecondly, with the pain 
of his hurt : and thirdly, with the wozm of his own conſcience. 
He burns in Contupiſcence, he ſtinks with infamy, his con- 
fcience accuſeth him koꝛ his offence. Leachery is a ditch where- 
in tho Devil hurles other ſins. To behold a Woman wantonly 
is a great alluring to Leachery, ſo that god were it, not to lok 
upon her at all, but mach better not to touch oz meddle with her 
carnally. Sir other ſins wait upon Leachery, to wit, Fornica- 
tion, Adultery, Sacriledge, Inceſt, Buggery, and Rape. 

In the ſeventh Tower dwelt Sloath , whoſe Poſey was A 
SLOATHFUL HUSWIFE AND ALWAYS SLEEPING. 
Sloath is a heavineſs of heart, and an hatred of ſpiritual god⸗ 
neſs, whereby a Man is made negligent in ſerving of God, ei- 
ther by god wozds pꝛocteding from the mouth, oz a 
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tſning from the heart, both which Cod himſelf willeth. It is 
moſt fit to acknowledge a Creatoz,and an encreaſer of that god 
and goodneſs which we daily receive; as alſo to confeſs our 
ſelves ſinners, and God the koꝛgiver. But as People are dull 
to do god deeds, ſo are thy ſwift to commit ſin. Manp evils 
grow by Sloath , whereof two be perillous, and Sloath her ſelf 
confeſſethno leſs : namely,tonegled a converting unto Chꝛiſt, 
and a careleſneſg of conkeſĩ ing fin, whereby it cometh to paſs, 
that oftentimes many depart this Like, not confeſſing them- 
ſelves to have offended God, neither pet converting o2 turning 
unto him: in doing whereof they hazard both body and ſoul. 
It is a hard thing fo2 one fo dye well, that always lived ill. Jn 
this Tower of Sloath are fiften ſeveral lodges o2 C abins : in 
the firff, liveth Luke-Warmneſs, in the ſecond Laſciviouſneſs; 
in the third, Drowſineſs; in the fourth, Careleſneſs of himſelf and 
his Health; in the fifth, Delaying the time to do good; in the 
ſixth, Rerchfulneſs ; in the ſeventh, Daſtardlineſs; in the eighth, 
Undevoutneſs; in the ninth, Heavineſs of heart, or hatred to ſerve 
God, in the tenth, Wearineſs of life; in the eleventh, Deſpera- 
tion; in the twelfth Unſtaidneſs ; in the thirfenth,Unconſtancy; 
in the fourteenth Murmuring, in the fifteenth, Unpatience. Ind 
thus much of the ſeven Towers built upon the Mall, and the 
dwelling in the ſame. It remaineth now to ſay ſomewhat of 
the ſtanding of this Pallace, which we intend to do in few 
wo2ds. |

A Deſcription of the Scituation or ſtanding of the Palace of World- 
ly Felicity. 125 


TY Palace was ſituated oz built in a pleaſant Nallep, up⸗ 
on the fot of a high Mountain, invironed with Hils on e- 
very ſide, whereby it was not only defended from fo2ce of tem⸗ 
peſts, which way ſoever the Winds blew , but the very Hills 
themſelves were verp fightly and ferviceable. Foz on the one 
was a geodly Uineyard,wherein grew Grapes of ſundzy ſozts: 
on the other ſide it yielded yu quantity of grain: on _ 
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ther ſide where high Ms, which pielded great one of god 
Timber, and Tres werein-b2ed all manner of Birds; on an⸗ 
other de were Marrens and Conny-bo2ows full of Bares and 


Connies : in another place was a godly Park, wherein was 
no want of Der,Redo2 Fallow. Seyond theſe'Hils were god⸗ 
lo Fo2reſts, full of .Gentlemanly Game fo2 hunting. In the 
Uatley where the Pallace #@d was a marvellous fair gren 
Medow, thozow the middeſt whereof ran a Ki ver of fine freſh 
water, upon the bzims whereof on both ſides along grew Apple 
trees, Pear-tres,Plum-tres, Dlive-tres, Elder-tres, Oke⸗ 
tres, &lm-tres, and ſuch like faft by the godly Bank, alſo 
grew many young Hazel-tres,full of Nuts, at the time of the 
year , and by zhat again ſuch ftoze of UWalnnt-tres,as paſs to 
be ſpoken, beſides many Ponds full of Fiſh, and excellent M2 - 
chards of all kinds of Fruit, aud geodly Gardens alſo of ſweet 
flowers. The River was not without great ſfoze of UWater- 
fowles ; and as fo2 the Md, there bꝛed in it Hawks, Herns, 
Pelicans, Pheaſants, Cranes, Mod⸗coks, Bittozs, Kites, 
Crows, Cozmozants, Turtles, Wod-quifts, Eagles; to be 
ſhoꝛt, all kind of Birds poſſible, as might be perceived by Fea⸗ 
thers, which fell from them to the ground pꝛuning themſelves. 
What ſhould J ſpeak of Pigeon houſes, and of ſecret Banquet⸗ 
ting places, fine and delicate ? .why-if were but Folly, Beſide 
all this, vou muſt think that there were Tennis -conrts, and all 
other places of Paſtime; the Wals whereof were very high, 
inſomuch that it would have made one amazed and diz zie tolok 
down from the top. There was alſo a marvellous Moat and 
fearful to behold, the bꝛidge whereof was not b2oad, and called 
Deſperation , the paſſage over being a long narrow Plank, ſo 
that if one went awꝛp, he fell in, with haz zard never to be reco⸗ 
vered. The Stables were full of gadly Hozſes, as Hobbtes, 
Jennets, Barbed Hozſes, Geldings, Hackneys, Mules, Ca- 
mels,and Colts. The Kennels full of Dogs, as G2ay-hounds, 
Otter -honnds, Hare-hounds, Spaniels, foꝛ Land and Uater, 
Maſtives foz Bull, Bear, and Boũ . We Supt in a Ban⸗ 
quetting Bonſe, and our Supper excelled alithe Fare that ever 
J ſaw : Lady Venus kept me company, and J was dulled with 
theſumptnous fer vice that he had. All my delight was to behold 
Lady 
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Lady Venus, Whoſafe over againſt me, inſomuch that at ia 
Voluptuouſneſs over-came. Supper being ended, in came 
Stage-players, Dancers, Maskers, Mummers, and many 
ſpozts, which we uſed daily in Feaſting. Now when J wared 
weary, I tok my leave of the Company with god night: and 
then was b2ought to the bzaveſt Chamber in all the Pallace, 
Ladp Venus and her waiting maids tending upon me. But eve⸗ 
ry gne departed after J was in Beb, ſaving only Venus, the 
Goddeſs of Love, with whom J lay all night. 


CHAP. XII. : 


The Author declareth how the Wandring Knight, and ſuch like Vo- 
luptuous livers in this world tranſgreſs the Ten Commandments 


. of Almighty God , underwritten. 


O long as the Knight continued in his pefilent Pallace of 

8 wozlaly deſire, following his own Fantaſie, by bam Volnp- 
tuouſneſs enticed, he did no other thing but play the fol, Dance, 
Leap, Sing, Eat, Dink, Hawk, Bunt, Fiſh, hunt Whozes, 
and ſuch like, (as did the P2odigal Son) and lead a diſſolute 
like, fo2 the ſpace of eleven days, which ſignißes a marvellous 
myltery, and unfoztunate. Foz the Number Eleven by the 
opinion of Chꝛiſtian Dacto2s , and Philoſophers, is a wicked 
and unlucky number; foz that the number ten ſiguafies,the ten 
Commandments of God, the number of Eleven which is one 
moze, pꝛopheſieth and fo2e-telleth the tranſgrefſton of them. 
Uherefoze the Knight having remained eleven days in the 
Palace, grievouſly tranſgreſſing the will of God, letting loſe 
the b2idle of his own affea ions, without refraining any of them, 
if you note well the pꝛemiſes, and ſe into the ſequel, you ſhall 
find, that ſuch as live after the o2der of the Palace of wozidly 
_ Felicity , being given to follow the Pomp and P2ide of the 
Wozld, with the Pleaſures and Uoluptuouſneſs of the ſame, 
and ſem willing to lead that life, without purpoſe of change, 
nay rather, triumphing and rejoycing therein; I ſaytruty, 
that ſuch are Tranſgreſſozs of Gods Laws. : Contrartwiſe, 


fuch as account 'themſelves here to be but Pilgrims, 5 fix 
eir 
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their afecion on the other Wozld, where Jeſus Chzift raign⸗ 
eth in glozy, reputing this life an exile, and deſiring to be deli⸗ 
vered out of it, to the end they may enter in at the Palace of the 
Heavenly King, ſhall enjoy the fulneſs and happineſs thereof. 
As this Wozld pields a great deal of Tempozal goods any 
Tranſitoꝛy Honour,ſodoth it alſo make an end of them. Now 
thoſe that uſe theſe gifts to the glozy of God, are Gods people. 
Contrariwiſe thoſe that do uſe them voluptuouſly , are Ueſſels 
of the Devil, and tranſgreficurs of the Laws of God, as may 
appear by the Ten Commandments,which J have ſet down foz 
that purpoſe. UWherein all Wozldlings may perceive that by 
living voluptuouſly, they grievouſly tranſgreſs Gods Laws, to 
their own deſtruction. And as the Ten Commandments were 
w2itten in two Tables, even ſo are they devided into two parts. 
The firſt comp2ehends four, concerning the Love of God: the 
ſecond, ſix, touching the love of your Neighbour. Ind there- 
koꝛe who ſo loſeth his Life Moꝛldling like, and fireth his Feli⸗ 
city in Voluptuouſneſs, is doubtleſs a UeNel of the Devil, and 
loveth not God noz his Neighbour, becauſe he franſgreſCeth the 
Law of God, which followeth in due and convenient o2der. 


1 Am thy Lord thy Cod, thou ſhalt have none other Gods but 
me. | 

2. Thou ſhalt not make to thy ſelf any graven Image, nor the 
likeneſs of any thing that is in Heaven above, nor in the Earth be- 
neath , nor in the Water under the Earth. Thou ſhalt not bow 
down to them, nor worſhip them. For I the Lord thy God am a 
jealous God, and viſit the Sins of the Fathers upon the children, un- 
to the third and fourth Generation of them that hate me, and ſnew 
mercy unto thouſands in them that love me and keep my command- 
ments. 

3. Thou ſhalt not take the Name of the Lord thy God in Vain: 
— the Lord will not hold him guiltleſs that taketh his Name in 

orn.

7. Thou ſhalt not commit Adultery. 

8. Thou ſhalt not ſteal. 

9. Thou ſhalt not bear falſe witneſs againſt thy Neighbour. 

10. Thou ſhalt not covet thy Neighbour Houſe, thou ſhalt not 
covet thy Neighbours Wife, nor his ſervant, nor his Maid, nor his 
Ox, nor his Als, nor — thing that 1s his. 

This is the Law of God, by which you may perceive that 
ſuch as live in the Pallace of Wozlbly Voluptuouſneſs are 
Tranſgreſſours of the ſame. Contrariwiſe, ſuch as ſ&k fo2 
Heavenly Felicity are Gods beloved, and they ſhall have the 
poſſeion thereof. Now hearken what hapned unto the Knight, 
co lived eleven days in the Pallace of Main and Mozldly 
Felicity. 


CHAP. XIII. 


The Knight Rode to recreate himſelf, and view the Warrens and 
Forreſts, which were about the Pallace of Worldly Felicity, anon 
he ſaw it ſink ſuddenly into the Earth, and perceived himſelf faſt 
in the Mire up to the Saddle.

A then being weary, was willing to ler khe Warrens, 
and other pleaſuſes, which when my Governeſs Folly under⸗ 
ſtd , the told the ſame to Lady Voluptuouſneſs , and the con- 
ſented to Hunt oꝛ Hawk with me, wyereof J was right glad. 
Then J apparelled my ſelf in Hunter gurſe; inffead of my 
Helmet, a Hat full of Feathers, fo2 mine Ir mort, an Hozn, 
and J leapt upon Temerity my Ho2ſe : Voluptuonſneſs had a 
Hobby, Folly a Jennet, and the other Ladies ederp one of 
them a Palfrey. There came the Buntlmen with Grey- 
hounds and Maſtives, hoping, hollowing, and galloping toge⸗ 
ther, ſoma one way, ſome another. The Dogs were at a back, 
up ſtarts the Hare, the cry was pteaſant to hear. But in the 
midſt of all our paſtime Jchanced to bzeath my hoꝛfe. and turn⸗ 
ing towards the Palace of Wozlvly Felicity, fuddenly J law 
it fink into the Earth, and everp body therein. But what la⸗ 
mentable Dut⸗cries they made, you that hade reaſon are fo 
judge: then did there ariſe amongſt us a Mhirl⸗ wind, with 
an Earth⸗ quake, which ſet us all aſunder, in ſo much that 7 
and my Hoz2ſe ſunk in mire up tothe Saddle: all this while 
miſtreſs Folly only remained with me. This Earth⸗quake 
vielded ſuch on Tir of Bzimſtone, that the like hath not ben 
felt:then J perceived that J was far from the pleaſant Palace, 
Gardens, Ozchards, and Uine⸗pards of Voluptuouſneſs , and 
rather in a beaſfly Bog ſticking faſf, and nothing near me but 
Serpents, Snakes, Adders, Toads, and Uenomous wo2ms.

cloaths, J wept, J wailed, Jhowled, Jcryed, J wzung my 
hands, J truck my bꝛeaſt, J ſcratht my face, J bit my rms, 
and ſpake thus: © Wzetch,D Als, O Miſerable Fol, O cap- 
tive, © Fondling, where is now thy Palace of Wozdly Fe- 
licity * Where are now thy bzave Chambers, hanged with 
cloth of Arras? where are now thy gallant Gardens, ©2- 
chards,thy Meadows, thy Coꝛn⸗ ffelds, thy Coffers of CER 
| es 
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Ladies ſo lovely, thy Hawks, thy Hounds, thy Hozſes, thy Or- 
en, thy Servants, thy ſoft beds, thy god chear, thy Wives , 
thy Muſick, thy Pleaſure, and all the things which thou haſt a- 
buſed ? Tlas wicked Wezetch, how haſt thou ben deceived, 
thou thoughteſt thou hadft ben in the Palace of true Felicity, 
and fo2 Felicity thou findeſt Vanity, : Thou haft been wickedly 
enchanted thus to find evill in ſtead of god. Herewithall J 
turned my ſelf towards Folly, and railed at her, ſaying: O cur- 
ſed, cruell, and dsceipkull beaſt, O monſtrous mocker of man- 
kind, O filthy Bawd, © Uenemons Viper: Js this the god 
hap J ſhould have? Js this the palace of Felicity, whither thon 
wouldeft bzing me? 

Curſed be the day that ever J ſaw ther, curſed be the day that 
ever Jheard the, curſed be the day that ever J believed the, 
curſed be the day that ever J followed the. Jt is even ſo ? that 
thus thou governeſt, even beaſfly and damnable? Js it even 
ſo ? that thou leadeſt people even to Perdition? Where is the 
Felicity thou pꝛomiſedſt me ? Where is the god hap J ſhould 
have. by the ? It is chanced to me even as J doubted by the 
way, when thou diſcoveredſt thy filthy Feats, beginnings, and 
p2ocedings, howbeit thine enchantments and thy flaffery cau⸗ 
ſed me to kep thee company, when full fain, God wok, J 
would have ben rid of the. But ſuch was my arrogant igno⸗ 
rance, and igno2ant arrogancp, that J followed thy dangerous 
Counſel. When J dad thus ſcolded and took on, the lewd loſ- 
ſel loudly laught me to ſcozn. Whereat being in a rage, J 
offered to dꝛaw my ſwozd, but it would not be: then J ſpurred 
my hoꝛſe, but he could not lift up his legs. Motwithſtending 
fo2 all this J carryed the mind ſtill J might get out not having 
help, even by mine own ftrength and induſtry.

In feflowing Voluptuouſneſs, pou are not happy, but un⸗ 
happy , not wiſe, but flat Fels. Saint John ſaith : All that 
iz in the World is Concupiſcence of the fleſh , Concupiſcence 
of the eyes, and Concupiſcence of Pride. The World and all 
her Concupiſcence ſhall paſs : but he that doth the will of the 
Lord ſhall continue eternally. Hearken pe folifh Wozldlings, 
hearken pou Ueſſels of Voluptuouſneſs.

Ik all gaovneſs come of God, (as ſure 
the coneupſicence of the eye, the fleſh, and the pzide and pomp 
of Life cometh of the Devil ) are not they deceived that think 
if god, 02 fix their affections to follow it? J ceuld ſay, there is 
a gnawing Conſcience to tozment the Wo2idlings.J could ſay, 
that the Uoluptuons man hath the w2ath of God hanging o⸗ 
ver his head: J could ſap, eternal death is reſerved foz2 his rc- 
ward.

pet notwithſtanding they fel even what followers, namely fof# 
of Body and Soul.

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bowels of the Earth, he ſuflereth hunger, thirſt, cold, heat, 
and a thouſand miſchiefs. One is dꝛowned, another killed, the 
third robbed, and he that hath obtained his purpoſe, liveth in 
fear to loſe it: the covetous Man ſuſpects every body. it is not 
Coffers full of Coin, that can make men happy: Dur Saviour 
terms it Traſh and Thoꝛnes, becauſe it pꝛicks the heart, and 
cozrupteth both Body and Soul. Saint Paul ſaith, He that 
wiſheth Wealth in this World, falleth into temptation: Js 
not Judas an Example, who in caſe ot covetouſnes hanged him⸗ 
ſelf. Mow to Concupiſcence of Pride. He that hath Honour , 
Authozity, Might, Eſtimation, and Dignity in this Wozld, 
thinketh he is happy , but ſuch. are loden with unhappineſs : 
foz what pains, labour, and vexation endureth the ambitions 
Man, befo2e he can come to dignity , Honour and JAuthozity ? 
And when he hath it with all theſe verations, he. is not ſure 
how long he ſhall enjoy it. . We ſ& oftentimes Fo2tune turns 
her Wheel, and that the Ambitions end their Lives with in⸗ 
famy. Take an Example of Priamus King of Troy, who flou - 
riſhed in Friends, and Riches, Honour, Might, Kindzed, and 
Childzen : did not he and his Dff-lp2ing, the greateſt part of 
them dye moſt miſerably : as foz the reſt, they became Servi- 
toʒs, and were at length killed in Troy. 
Crœſus King of the Lydians , as rich and mighty as he was 
after he had raigned fifteen years, he was Uanquiſhed by King 
Cyrus, loſt his Realm, was carried away Captive, and led all 
the reſt of his life like a Slave. 3 
Dioniſius the cowardly King of Sicill, was hunted out of his 
Kealm, and became ſo pw2, that he kept a Schl in Corinth, 
and by teaching little Childzen he got his living very pwelp, 
God wot, aod beggerly. | 
Mithridate, King of Pontus, a rich and mighty Pzince, he 
fubdued twelve Nations, wherein ſome. ſay all Languages 
were ſpoken, yet he fo2 all that, after he had wearied the Wozld. 
with Wars, was fozſaken of his own People, purſued by his 
own Son, and overcome by ſabtilty : infomuch that he was 
glad to deſire a French-man to kill him, who did ſo, and that 
was his end. 1 | 
Vaberianus the great Emperour of Rome, even he that pers 
5 | | a 4 ecuted 
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ſecuted the Chꝛiſtians, and did much milchiet, was taken bx 
bis Enemy the King of Perſia, who againſt the Law of 
Arms, made him lpe down, whiles he trode on his back to leap 
on his Hoꝛſe. 

Bajazet the fourth King of the Turks, was -Uanquithed by 
Tamberlane a Tartarian, and King of Scythia, who kept him 
ina Cage like a beaff, and with a Golden Chain led him, like a 
Spaniel, thzonghout all the Army : pea, he was glad to f&d 
under Tamberlanes Table, like a dog. Ind therefoze. let this 
be a concluſion, that Honour; Juthozity, and Dignity is no In⸗ 
heritage. Moꝛeover, what Labours, Travels; Uexatrons and 
Perils do P2tnces. paſs thꝛough eden at the pzeſent, to main⸗ 
tain themſelves in their Eftates? What Mars and flaughters 
have been committed partly fo: get, and partlp ta keep rule 
and Regiment? Anibitions Wozlvlings cannot play with their 
pleaſures, it they have not fixffipaſſed fome-of theſe: Uerations:.. 
In youth men run their race without regard ot \Conſcience 
but when age comes on, and nothing left fe: Luſt: when 
White hairs, a Walking Caffe oz crutch, a pair at ſpectacles, 
Cotton put in their ears, when : none ol theſethings can help; 
them, then muſt they endure; the gnawing Conte ience, which 
Volaptuonſneſs kept hidden long time. Whatſoever is pliea⸗ 
ſant to youth; the ſame is unpleaſant ta Age. And what comtozt 
may an Old Man tonceive, when he can think upon na ti me ot 
his pouth, that was well ſpent and Uerftuouſly beſtawed, Mhpat 
diſcomfo2t is it, when Conſcience accuſes the old man ok his 
young years wickedly waſted? But as the elec live in hope ſo do 
the Kepzobate in deſpair. He that followeth Voluptuouſneſs, 1s 
Gods enemy. Fo2 Saint James ſaith, He that loves the World 
hateth God. 2 2 well think, that Sin is hated of God, 
when he luft ex ed h on 152 upon the Altar of the croſs 
fo2 this end, in ou be unpuniched. And why 
was it, but Wi K Adam encreaſed, as Genera- 
tions multiplped ? The euil rich Man that lived at his luſt, 
was Tozmented in Hell with fire and thirſt, in whom the 
wo2ds of our Saviour Ch2ift are verified, ſaying, Woe 
unto you that now laugh, for you ſhall lament and weep. 


Go to you fooliſh Wozldlings therefoze, andyou Uain 8 
us 
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neus perfons, panpting your ſelpes happy in following pour 
flechlp appetites, when foz ſuch pleatures you ſhalliſyffer toz - 
ments, not in this UWiozld, but in the Wo21d to come, yoit will 
ſing q new note.

1 Have declared in the fir part of my Uoyage,how being go⸗ 
verned by Folly, in contemning Vertue, and following 
Voluptuouſneſs, J entred into the Palace of falſe Felicity , 
there reſting my ſelf fo2 a certain ſeaſon, and franſgreing all 
the Commandements of God, in leading a diffolute and wbzlÞ- 
ly Lite, thinking that by living ſo J might be happy; where⸗ 
as indeed J was unhappy. And 123 ? becanſe that in ſtead 
of Felicity A found Uanity : Foz as J.thought to recreate my 
ſelf in hunting, J ſaw the Palace of Voluptuouſneſs fink, and 
come to utter confuſion, and my lelf alſo plunged into the pit 
of Sin, even up fo the ſaddle. It is an eaſie matter foz a Man 
of himfelf to fall into Hell, but is is e kaz him fo get 
out again, unleſs by the help of Gods Grace: J term him 
to bs in Hell, who lives in tontinuall wickednefs, committing 
Sin with delight. Foz if he dye in chat E tate, Hell is his re- 
ward; but in this lite it he repent, there is hope of Salvation : 
Foz 
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Fo2 by Gods Grace he map be comkoꝛted and delivered. There- 
foze Man of himſelk falleth into Perdition, but without Gods 
Grace he cannot riſe up again. God therefoze ſ&ing his Crea⸗ 
ture given to all Uanity, led with Ambition Wozldly hon⸗ 
dur, ànd not ceaſing his ſinful Life, oftentimes ſends Adver⸗ 
ſity, Diſeaſes, Diſhonours, and confuſion in the UWozld, fo 
make him humble, and ſo open the eyes of Keaſou, which Vo- 
luptuorvſmeſs had hut up, whereby he may come to the know- 
ledge of his Sins, and confeſs the ſame to God. All this is 
figure in the Goſpel, where our Lo2d Jeſus raiſed the Mid⸗ 
dowes Child, which was carried out of the City of Naim to 
be buried, he commanded the Bearers to ſtap, and having touch⸗ 
ed the Coffin ot the Coꝛps, with aloud Uoice he ſaid, Young 
man, ariſe, and ſtraight way the dead body roſe up and ſpake: 
Which done the Loꝛd delivered him to his ſozrowfull Mother. 
The mourning Mother myſtically repꝛeſents the Church, la⸗ 
menting foꝛ her dead Childzen, to wit, Wicked Wozldlings, 
and Uoluptuous Chꝛiſtians, which are woꝛſe than dead Cozſes. 
the Widdowes child repꝛeſenteth ſonls dead in Sin. The Coffin 
rep2eſenteth the naturall body, wherein lpeth the ünkull Soul. 
The four Bearers carrying the dead Soul to Hell, repzeſent 
hope of long life, cuſtome of ſinning, delaying of repentance, 
and contempt of Gods wozds. Nevertheleſs, when our Lozd 
will raiſe to life this dead Soul, he commandeth the Bearers to 
fay, afterwards foucheth the Body, ſending upon Sinners 
Adverſity, Diſeaſes, x Misfoztunes : but all that ſufficeth not, 
unleſs the Lozd ſay unto the Soul, Soul, I ſay unto thee, a- 
riſe. Da not we ſ& oftentimes People viſited with affliction 
.murmur againſt God, curſing him that aflitted them? Theſe by 
impatiency being unable to ariſe of themſelves,is it not neceſa- 
ry that God ſay to the ſoul, Ariſe: There is no difference between 
his ſaying and doing: fo2 what he ſaith he doth. Ind there- 
koꝛe if the Load ſay once Ariſe to the Soul, the ariſeth, and then 
he delivereth her to her Mother the Church , which was 
fozrowful fo2 her ſins. In like manner God to raiſe me from my 
Sins, ſendeth Adverſitp, to the end J ſhould acknowledg mine 
iniquity, and with humility turn unto him, which J cannot do 


without his Heavenly grace, much leſs atchieve true Felicity

and Bleſedneſs, unleſs he help. Then was J warned by the

Then with a loud Uoyce the began, parti - 
cularly,asking the queſtion,ſaying : © curſed out caſts of God, 
and wꝛetched woꝛldlings, where are now pour fair Chambers, 
hanged with ſilk Tapeſtry,your godly Gardens, pour Dogs of 
all ſo2ts, your Birds, pout Ho2ſes, your b2ave apparel, pour de⸗ 
licate wives, your change of Meats,your ſwet waters, and ſer⸗ 
vants, Cooks, and Butlers, pour Ladies of love, and ſuch like? 
O unhappy people, the change is great. Inſtead of your glutto⸗ 
ny, pour ſuffer hunger; inſtead of pour dzunkenneſs pour ſuffer 
thirſt, fo2 your ſwet ſmelling you ſuffer ſowꝛe ſavours:inſtead 
of your leacherons lovers you are accompanyed with tozment- 
ing Devils, and fo2 your fozmer paſtimes, you endure terrible 
puniſhments. When Gods grace had thus ſpoken, that curſed 
company crped alond : Wo be to the hour that ever we were 
bozn : the heavy Juſtice of God hath deſervedly puniſhed us.

Then J cryed fo Gods grace 
fo2 help, who loked back,eſpyed me in danger, and hearing me 
cry, Suttour, Succour, ſhe fok me up, and in a moment deli⸗ 
vered me ont of the Dungeon: then J remembzed what David 
ſaid : Si dixiſſem, morus eſt per mens, miſerecordia tua Domine ad- 
juvabat me; When I ſaid, My feet ſlipped, thy mercy O Lord did 
help me up. Now when Gods grace carryed me in her arms, J 
feared my 51thineſs would hurt her Trap; but J found it con- 
trarp, foꝛ her Apparel was nothing ſpotted,and mine being fonl 
became fair, which made me much to marvel. Then ſaid Gods 
grace; My Son, like as the Sun ſhineth into the Dyars Dye- 
fat and pet returneth foꝛth unſpotted,even ſo do J without blot⸗ 
ting my lelf, enter into the the ſinful Soul, and in a moment do

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we walked, till we came to a croſs way, where Vertue wiſhed -c 


me to follow her; whoſe ſayings when J called to mind, it 

made me weep bitterly fo2 my Sins and Follies paſt. But 

whon Gods grace perceived me to be weary , and noped with 

the ſmels that J found in that loathſome Lake,foz pity ſhe fok 

me in her arms; aud at the laſt ſhe ſhewed me the Scholl of

CHAP. III. 


The Knight declareth how he entred into the School of Repentance, 
and of his entertainment there. 


VV i we app2oached to the School of Repentance , which 
was built upon a high hill, invironed with a Moat, na⸗ 
med Humility : Gods grace called , and out came Lady Repen- 
tance, in plain Tpparel, having next her naked Skin aſmoak of 
Hair-cloath,and upon the ſame a gown of Sack-cloath,gtrded 
together with a great leather Girdle,a Kercher of courſe Can- 
viſe upon her Head. With her alſo came two waiting-maids, 
named Sorrow for Sin, ann Confeſſion for Sins, both apparelled 
like their Lady: the firſt ſemed very ſo2rowful and ſad, and the 
ſecond was Baſhful and Shamefaff, and hung down her Head. 
Then Gods grace ſpake to Repentance , and pꝛeſenting me unto 
her,ſaid : here is a Knight which J have bꝛought to thy ſchol, 
that he might fo2get the evil which he hath learned abzoad, 
and to be inſtructed in the god which he never yet knew: And 
being received into the Schwl of Repentance, I learned to 
live well, and fo2get all the evil which J was taught in times 
paſt. And whereas befoze J learned to Leap, Dance, Eat, 
Dink, Play, hunt UWhozes, and to do all Uillany and Miſ⸗ 
chief : now J learned a new Lefſon, namely, to Knel, to Faſt, 
to P2ay, and fo live well, flat contrary to all that J uſed 
in the Pallace of Wozldly Felicity, Then Repentance ſatd 
to Gods grace , that my Hat full of Feathers , andall Rings 
elle 
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elſe about me muſt be put off, and caff away. Then Repentance 
began to take off my Toys, and ffrſt ſhe hurld my Hat of Han- 
tinefs into the Dungeon, then off went my Girdle of Intem⸗ 
perance, whereunto was tyed my Swo2d of Rebellion, which 
being bꝛoken in pieces, with my Coat of Uain-glo2y, my Ho- 
ſenof lewd Delight, and my. Dov blet of ill Deſires, all were 
th:own info the Lake, and there remained only with me my 
Shirt of Laſciviouſneſs, the which alſo ſhe would have pluckt 
over mine ears, but J entreated her earneſtly not to leave me 
naked. S0 J was fo2 a while excuſed, but not alfogether : fo2 
ſaid Repentance, except thou caſt off all the Apparel of the Old 
M an, thou canft not come to my School. Then Repentance ſaid 
unto me; Sen, thou muft enter in at this ſtreight hole, where- 
out J came. But when J complained, and ſaid , that it was 
unxoſſible, becauſe my Head would not in, the ſaid there was 
no other way o2 entrance into the @chol. Then J called to 
mind what our Loꝛd had ſaid in the Goſpel of Mathew; The way 
is ſtreight which leadeth to everlaſting life, and very few walk that 
way. 
Now as J ftv. wondzing. at the,narrow hole, I ſaw an old 
Serpent enter in, who fo2 lack of rom left his Skin behind 
him, and pꝛeſentlp returned all renewed, and young. UWhereaf 
as J marvelled, Gods Grace told me,ſaying : Thus thou muff 
do. Foz in entring the Schal of Repentance , thou muſt leave. 
thy old Skin behind the, and afterwards.thou ſhalt return a 
new Ban. This is it which the Apoſtle, ſpeaketh of, ſaying : 
Put off the old Man, accozding to the firft.converſation , co2- 
rupted with ill thoughts, and put on the new Man, which is to 
be created accoꝛding to God, in juſtice, halineſs, and truth. 
The old Man is the affections-of Sin, and the fo2mer, evil life, 
which is left behind inthe Schol of Repentance, and the new 
Man is the god lite which is newly begun in holineſs and 
truth. Js God«grace was thus teaching me, J ſaw an Old 
Eagle, heavy eyed, and thick feathered fluttering aloft : This 
Eagle falling down, dived th2& times into a fair Fountain 
thereabauts, and-pzeſently. returned;young and luſty : which 
Miracle mads ms maxvel moze than that of the ſerpent. Then 
ſaid Gods grace, as the Eagle is renewed from the * of 

or 
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water voung and lnfty, ſo ſhalt thou, after thou comeft to C hut 
with fozrow fo2 thy ſin, and conke tion of the fame, which if thon 
do, thou ſhalt receive thy firft innocency, which J gave the in 
thy Baptiſm. 

Then Gods grace entred into the School of Repentance befoze 
me, ſaying, Y will d2aw the in, fo2 it is none but J that ſhew- 
eth ſinners the way ol Repentance. With that ſhe pluckt ms in, 
and fo2thwith J became an enemy to ſin. Nowtherefo2e let no 
Man glo2ific himſelf , ſ&ing it is Gods grace that goeth befoze 
Mans will, and that by its means is made god. Then J en- 
tring in after, and being a little way in the paſſage wared wi⸗ 

» Gods grace pluck ing me in by the head, and Repentance 
thꝛuſting at my feet. So then in paſſing in at the narrow place, 
J left Laſciviouſneſs my Shirt behind me, toꝛn in pieces, whſth | 
the hurled into the Dungeon, and all my body was ſcrathed. þ | 
: | 


Thus doth Repentance p2epare her Scholars, fo2 if any mouth 
will confeſs his fozmer ſins, not having inward ſozrow and * 
beart-grief foz offending God, and full purpoſe to amend his il 
lite, he is greatly deceived. Fo2 thinking to have Gods bleſſing 
he ſhall be ſure vt curſing. But to my purpoſe ; Repentance put 
on my naked body ſuch Apparel as ſhe yer ſelf did wear; which 1 
when J ſaw, J thought upon the Apoſtles , not that J thought 1 
my ſelf as god as they, but hoping to come (by Gods grace) to 19 
the place where they are, J was well content to do as they dfd. * 


CHAP. IV. 


How true Repentance begins in us, and how ahe Knights conſcience 
accuſed him, what pains he had deſerved. 


1 T is true, that Repentance(as it ought)tannat be done with- i 
ILout ſpecial grace from Sod. Fo2 the heart of ſinful men tan⸗ {| 
not change her diſoꝛdinate life noz turn from their ofences,noz At 
pꝛepare themfelves to God, without the ſingular operation of ;

may b2ing it as he lift. But when it comes from loves, it is not 
o2dinary 92 common, but marvellous. Lok upon the conver - 
ſion of Saint Paul, of Saint Mathew, and the Thief. But oz - 
dinarily God begins Repentance in us by fear, as in the third 
Book of the Kings, when he commanded Elias to come out of his 
Cave to remain in the Mount befo2e the Loꝛd, and a mighty 
ſtrong Wind paſſed by, and rent the high Hills and ragged 
Kocks befo2e the Loꝛd, but the Loꝛd was net in the wind: Af- 
ter that came an Earth-quake, but the Lozd was not in the 
Earth-quake : After that came a Fire,but the Lo2d was not in 
the Fire: After that came a ſoft Ulind, wherein the Lo2d was. 
In ſuch ſozt, Gods ſends to Sinners, a Wind of Terrour, to 
bꝛeak the mighty Mountain of P2ide, andthe heart moze hard 
than the Nock: akter that comes the troubling of the Soul, 
after that comes the conſcience, grinding the heart of the ſinner 
and accuſing him of his evil Life : but pet the Loꝛd is not there 
with his quickning grace: Nevertheleſs, theſe be fozerun⸗ 
ners to p2epare the way of the Lozd. Foz when the perverſe 
will of Man is moztified by ler vile fear, and led almoſt to Hell, 
after comes the ſwet ſound of Gods grace , which reviveth the 
Soul, ſaying : Lazarus come forth. This is the voice that gt- 
beth Conſolation, at hearing whereof we may be bold to de⸗ 
part in peace, with aſſurance of remiCion of our ſins. But it 
ſ&ems that Repentance began firff in the Knight at Lobe, and 
that miraculouſly : foz he being in the Filth of Sin, ſuddenly 
by Gods Pꝛovidence confeſſed his folly , and loathing his tewy 
life, he required help and ſuccour at Gods grace, who pꝛeſently 
alliſten him, and bꝛought him out of the ſink of ſin. But this 
manner of converſion is not oꝛdinaritp uſed. 

There are inded certain foze-runners to the juſtitping of ſin⸗ 
ners, which pꝛepare the way to Gods reviving oz quickning 
grace, and offereth unto God a renewed Spirit, and a pure and 
upꝛight heart; which manner of converſion Godly people onlp 
do uſe. Ind hereof meaneth the Knight to ſpeak, pur poſing alſo 
to ſhew how it digreſſeth from Gods grace. When Repen. 
tance had thus apparelled me with Hair and Sack -cloath , J 
was ſet upon a Stool, and then Gods grace appeared unto me 
with two Women and one Man, which was a Pzeacher. Now 
one 
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one of the Women held in her right hand a Harp pzicking J: 37 


ron rod (called the gnawing of the Conſcience; ) in her left 
hand ſhe had a red Book, whereat J was afraid. Foꝛ as the be- 
held me, me thought ſhe thzeatned me. The other Woman 
was courteous and mild and gentle, holding in her right ham a 
Bok of Gold, covered with Pearls, and ſhe was called Remem- 
brance. Gods grace placed Conſcience on my left hand, and Re- 
membranee on my right hand, the P2eacher, Repentance, and 
the Damſels about me, and then commanded Conſcience to 
open the red Bok, which when J perceived, and ſaw the words 
wzitten with blood, declaring all my offences, with Toz ments 
unto them belonging, foz my following of Folly, J was amazed 
and became ſpeechleſs. Then Conſcience with her Iron rod 
toucht me, pꝛickt me, yea , pierced my heart, and cryed aleud 
unto me, ſaying : Behold thou W2etch, view this Bok, and 
thou ſhalt ſ& how thou haſt lived, even againſt God, and con- 
frary foright and reaſon. 

Thon haft been gꝛoud, arrogant, ambitious, ſpiteful at others 
pꝛolperity, a pꝛolonger of time, W2athful,a Backbiter, in- 
jurious, trapterous, hateful, covetous of gold moze than of God, 
gluttonous, wanton, ſhameleſs, a ſtewes⸗ hunter, given fo all 
vices,and haſt tranſgreſſed all the commandments of God, lead- 
ing a loathſom life, denying God, ſwearing and blaſpheming 
bis name, an hapnous offender, a falſe Witneſs bearer, lyar, 
a deſirer-of other Mens gods, diſobedient to Parents, curſing 
them, and wiching their death. Furthermo2e,thou hadft nei⸗ 
ther Faith noꝛ hope in God, but rather in the fo2ce, richts, ho⸗ 
nour, and friendſhip of thy kindzed, with their authozity. J 
cannot reckon up the reſt of thy ſins, foz they are uncountable. 
Uery little care haſt thou had of Chꝛiſts merits, o2 of thy own 
ſouls health, but always yielding to Voluptuouſneſs, filthincls, 
and iniquity. When Conſcience had thus occuſed me, Sorrow. 
for Sin fell bitterly aweping,and oftentimes ſtruck her bzeaft. 
Then Conſcience ſhewed me what To2ments J had deſcr- 
ved foz following Uoluptuous affections , and fog loving 
them better then God. . Thou-oughteſt , ſaid ſhe, tg burn in 
Hell fire that never quenched, and to be nipped with tozments 


both of Body and Soul foz ever _— Thy laughing 1 
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thy joy to ſoꝛrow, thy Songs fo Cries : yea, what pains can 
be named, but thou art like perpetually to ſuffer them, without 
hope of Redemption? Foz this is the due reward of Wozlvly 
Felicity, and following Folly. Be think thee now, and tell me 
if it be in thy power to rid the from theſe grievances : hearing 
my Conſcience thus ſpeak, me thought Þſaw Hell open fo 
ſwallow me up, and with ſozrowful fabneſs J fell to the ground 
befo2e Gods grace ſp&chleſs : but ſhe had Compaſſion on me, 
and bade me ariſe; the which J did, though half in deſpair ; 
and to re-comfo2t me, the opened the Bok which Remembrance 
held in her hand. | 


CHAP. V. 


By the Commandments of Gods grace, Remembrance read to 
me the goodneſs of God, with his promiſes made to repextant 
Sinners. | 


"A Ffer Remembrance had opened her Bok, J perceived the 

Letters were Gold and Izure, containing the great geov- 
neſs and infinite mercy of God to repentant ſinners, with fair 
pꝛomiſes annexed therennto. Then at the conimanyment of 
Gods grace, Remembrance read out of that Book unto me in this 
manner; Saint Paul wꝛitting tothe Romans, ſatth :' Where 
Sin hath abounded, grace hath more abounded. He that miſtruſt⸗ 
eth the mercy of God, miſtruſteth God fo be merciful, and in 
ſo doing he doth God great diſhonour. Fo2 he denyeth God to 


be Love, and Power, wherein conſifteth all the hope of pz fin- 


ners. Foz of his great love, he ſent his only Son to take 
Mans Nature upon him in this Wozld ,-that in the ſame he 
might ſuffer death upon the Croſs, foꝛ the remiſſion of Sins. 
Conſequently he pzomiſed fo2 the love of his Son, Remiffion 
and Pardon to all po finners,ſo often as they defired in Faith, 
with an heavy and ſozrowkul heart. Now God is as true of 
his Pꝛomiſes, as he is of Power able to per foꝛm them. Ind 
as he is of Power, ſo will he do whatſoever pleafeth him; God 
will pardon ſinners their ſins ; who then can let him from do⸗ 
mg 
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ing it? ts whom God pleaſeth o2 hath pꝛomiſed to pardon thei / :- 


ſins, he fo2giveth. The truth hereof is witten in plain wozds, 
and ſhewed by examples in many places of the holy Scripture, 
as well inthe Old Teſtament as the Now. Firft, Iſaiah ſaith, 
It is I my ſelf, It is I my ſelf, that doth blot out thine iniquities, for 
mine own love ſake , and I will not have thy fins in remembrance. 
Foz the love of me (ſaith he) and not foꝛ the love of thx, mean- 
ing his goodneſs and mercy, and not foz the love of thy merits. 
Ls if he had ſaid fo all ſinners in this ſoꝛt; Ik thou thinkeft 
that J pardon thy ſins fo2 thy merits ſake, thou art deceived, 
and walloweſt in deſpair ; no, no, but foꝛ my mercy and infinite 
godneſs, J remit and fo2give. Thou haſt no cauſe to deſpear, 
fo the leaſt part of my mercy excedeth all thy Sins. Jn an- 
other place he ſaith by the ſame P2ophet : Turn your ſelves un- 
to me all the Earth, and you ſhall be ſaved, for I am God, and there 
is none other beſides me. What is the meaning of theſe W o2ds, 
I am God, any thing elſe, but that God is god and merciful ? 
f if be unpoſſible but he ſhould be God, it is (mpsTible but he 
ould be god and merciful. 2 
The ſame Pꝛophet ſpeaketh unto every one of us, ſaping: 
Let the Infidel leave his ways, and the unjuſt Man his thoughts, ſet 
them turn to the Lord, and he will have pitty upon him, for he is 
ready to forgive. Ind by the P2ophet Jeremy, he ſaith to the 
People of Iſrael, that he was w2ath fo2 their Jdolatry , and 
many other ſins, neverthelefs he ſaid, Turn Iſrael, thou Rebel, 
unto me thy Lord, and I will not turn my face from thee, oz as the 
Heb2ew Tert ſaith , I will not lay mine ire upon thee; for I am 
(ſaith the Lo2d) holy and gentle, and keep not mine anger for ever. 
Ind by the Pꝛophet Ezechiel he ſaith, If the evil Man repent him 
of his Sins , and keep my Commandments , doing righteouſly , he 
ſhall live and not dye: neither will I have his former offences any 
more in remembrance. Do you think (ſaith the Lo2d) that I de- 
light in the death of a Sinner? nay, rather that he ſhould turn from 
bis Wickedneſs and live. Repent you then, and you ſhall live. 
The P2ophet David ſaid; That from morning till night Iſrael 
hoped in the Lord: what doth this ſignific,but that the faithful 
from their Nativity and Birth, untill their very death, have 


ope in the Lozd? 
* , K 2 There 
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There is mercy in the Loꝛd, and great Redemption atten 
deth upon him. In Joel it is Witten : Turn your ſelves unto 
the Lord, with all yonr heart, in Faſting, Praying, Weeping , Sor- 
row , tearing your hearts and not your garments , ſo ſhall you be 
turned unto the Lord your God, for he is full of Clemency, Mercy, 
and grace, ſlow to ire, and ready to forgive; 02 (as the Hebzew 
Text ſaith) ſuch a one as repents him of evil, that is to ſay , is 
{oath to execute the puniſhment upon ſinners, which he hath 
denounced and thzeatned. Micheas the P2ophet ſaith : What 
God is there like unto thee , which takeſt away iniquities and forgi- 
veſt Sins, for the reſt of thine Heritage ſake ? He kepeth not his 
ire fo2 ever , but of his compaſſion and mercy will have pitty 
upon us. He will put out our iniquities, and thzow all our 
Sins into the bottom of the Sea. What ſinner is there that 
bearing theſe wo2ds, hath ſo heavy a heart as to deſpair, ſ&ing 
that God is moꝛe ready to fozgive , than the Sinner is to ask 
kozgiveneſs * Fart 

Now let us come to the New Teſtament, to try if there be 
not Teſtimonies to the ſame effect : the Son of God, which is 
the infallible truth, ſpake thus to Nicodemus: God fo loved the 
World, that he gave his only begotten Son, to the end that who- 
ſoever believeth in him ſhould be ſaved and not periſh , but have 
everlaſting life. God ſent not his Son ints the wozid to condemn 
the Wozld, but to the end the Wozld ſhould be ſaved by him. 
To the Scribes ond Phariſies which murmured, becauſe he 
did eat and dz ink among Publicans and Sinners, Ch2ift ſaid: 
Thoſe that be whole need not the Phyſitian, but ſuch as be ſick, 
Again, I came not (ſaith the Lo2d) to call the juſt, but Sinners to 
to repentance. Mot as a Judge, but as a Phyſitian : foz ſuch 
as languiſh in their Sins came J into the Wo21d, not that 
they ſhould remain Sinners, but to turn them from their ſins, 
that being penitent they mi ght be made righteous : Likewiſe 
he told the Phariſees , that the Angels in Heaven do moze re⸗ 
jopte in one penitent Sinner than in 99 juſt perſons , which 
need no repenfance, God (ſaith Saint Paul) ſpared not his only 
Son, but gave him that he ſhould rather dye for us, than we be un- 
pardoned. 

It God ſpared not his only Son fo dye foz Sinners, what 


thing 
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thing is mo2e pzecious unto him, that he ſhould refuſe fo give 


them ? Ind therefoze: the fame Apoſtle ſpeaking of Jeſus 
Ch2iff, ſaith thus: We have not an High Prieſt which cannot 
have — — of our Infirmities , but ſuch a one as in all points 


ph fo 5 effect, 


then, none hath cauſe to diſtruſt the 7 — of God oꝛ to de⸗ 


ſpair becauſe of the greatneſs of his Sins, ſ&ing that God 
hath made ſo many fair pꝛomiſes to parvon the penitent Sin- 
ner: there be many examples ir-the.Old and New Teſtament 
of the perkozmance of Gods p2omiſes., as namely to David, 
who committed both Adultery and Murther, he, even he, by 
ſozrowing fo2 his offences, and crying Peccavi, obtained mercy 
and pardon of all his wickedneſs. 

Manaſſes the Son of Hezekiah ſet up the falſe wozſhip of God, 
which his Father had defaced, andof anevil ſeat to infidelity, 
he himſelf offered up his own childzen in fire fo2 Sacrifice. He 
perſecuted the P2ophets, and flue innumerable Jnnocents ; a- 
mongſt all which, he cauſed the pꝛophet Eſay fo be ſawn in pie⸗ 
ces. In the end he was taken by his enemies, and led Captive 
into Babylon: but when he was in his exfremity , he acknow- 
ledged his offence, and asked fo2giveueſs of God, by whom he 
was received to favour, and reſtozed to his Kingdom again. 

The People of Ninive, whom God thzeatned by the Prophet 
Jonas, utterly to deſtrop, foz the multitude of their Sins, they: 
repented and p2ayed,and ſo God fo2gave them. The Sanaritane 
alſs and the Canaanite, notwithſtanding their hozrible ſins, 
when they asked Gods mercy, he kozgave them; Matthew, 
Zacheus, and divers other Publicans , upon their repentance 
were reccived into favour. Peter that denped his Maſter (our 
Lo2d Jeſus Ch2ift) thze times ſwearing that he knew him 
not, when he wept bitterly foz his Sins, he was received in⸗ 
to mercy. The Thief alſo upon the Croſs, being at the 


point of Death, even this Fellow who lived upon nothing but 


Robbery and Man-flanghter all his life time, acknowledged 


qis hainous Sins, asked par don, and God fozgave them; yea, 
| he 
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he obtained moꝛe than he required: fo Ch2iM ſaid unto him, 
This day thou ſhalt be with me in Paradiſe. This is Gods pꝛo⸗ 
perty, even to give of his liberality moꝛs than Men do o2 can 
ask. Saint paul was a Blaſphemer, and a Perſecuter of Gods 
Church, and vet he received mercy. God hath ſet down ſuc 
perſons as examples fo2 ſinners, to the end they ſhould ne 
doubt of his mercy : and to teach them that he doth not parden 
offences, fo2 the merits of the ſinners, which are ſtark naught, 
even when they are belt, but foꝛ his mercies ſake , which is a- 
bove all his wozks. Foꝛ ſo to imagine of Mens merits is de- 
ſtruction; if any thing be afcribed unto merits, chen to the me⸗ 
rits of his Son Jeftts Ch2ift, and foz his bitter PaCion lake. 
Let this be the conclnſton, that albeit the ſinner hath commit- 
ted as many ſins as there be dꝛops of Mater in the Sea, oz 
ſands on the Sea⸗ſhoꝛe, yet he hath no canſe fo deſpair, foz 
though they be never ſo monſtrous and manifold, vet the mercy 
of God doth infinitely excevthem. Fo2 his mercy conſumes 
them ſoner,than the fire doth burn up the dꝛy Tarff. When 1 
Hard Lady Remembrance read theſe wo2ds,J tok heart a grace 
and recited a place Witten in the Pſalms of David, According 
to the multitude of the grief and ſorrows of my heart, thy conſola- 
tions have refreſhed my Soul. And then falling on my knes, 
Holding up my hands, with ſozrowfyl Countenante and Com- 
punction of heart, reſting wholly upon the mercies and pꝛo⸗ 
miſes of God, and the merits of our Lozd and Bavionr — 
Chꝛiſt, J moſt humbly deſtred par don fo2 my ſins, at the hands 
of Gods grace. Upon which mfained confeffion of mine offen- 
ces, and heart-grief, hand-maids of perfect Repentance , and 
foze-runners fo the purpoſe, A received by the means of Gods 
grace, the benefit of the death and Paſſion of our Toꝛd and Sa- 
viour Jeſus Chꝛiſt; to whom with the Father and the Holy 
Ghoft, be all Honour and Glozy foꝛ ever and eber.

falſe Faith, atidmuzled with a vain Opinion of holinefs : he 
was a great odor of the law, and a ronownedJafficiary;how- 
beit weak in Paith, and yet dexy high minded. Whenour Sa - 
vionr had one day pꝛeat hed and infiruced the People, by his 
Divine and holy Doctrine, erhozting peo2 ſinners to turn to 
God by-repentance, —— — Parables and ſimilitu⸗ 
des, as the Prodigal child, the loft. Shep,andſuch like, whers- 
by he doth declare and ſigniffe, that he is inclined to compaffion 

ko hade mercy, and ta reteide into favour alt repentant 
ſinners: the pꝛoud Pharille pꝛayed htm to come into his houſe, 
and to dine with him. The god Lozd which had tak en upon 
him Bars Nature, and was bo2n fo2 the ſalvation of all, de⸗ 
nyed not his p20ud fellows requeſt,neither refuſed to enter into 
his houſe, althsugh he was ambitions , but down at the Table 
fate the Bon of God, made Man fo2 the Salvation of Men. He 
was converſant among men, he did eat and dꝛink with man, he 
offered himſelf a helper to every one, ſhewing unto all his god- 
neſs, without exteption oi any. Mow he being ſet at the Table, 
there tame one unto him in hape like a woman, but in courage 
a man, whd'by the ute of the whole City was counted a great 
Sinner, and very l1-repozted of the Uozld, and ſuch a one 
indeed 


el faith, that there was a Phariſie, furniſhed with 
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andeed as every body mocked and pointed at with their fingers. 

But yet in the fight of God ſhe was in great honour , not be⸗ 
cauſe ſhe was an hainous ſinner, but becauſe ſhe was Pꝛedeſti⸗ 
nated and elected of God, from the beginning, fo raign with 
him in his Heavenly Kingdom. 

This woman hearing by repoꝛt the renown of our Redem- 
er, and that he ſhewed himſelf wert and bountikul to all ſinners, 
defending/ them againſt the malicious flanders and mocks ok 
the pꝛoud and arrogant Phariſies, and pꝛomiſing to every one 
that believed in him, the Kingdom ok Heaven: this woman was 
inſpired both outwardly and inwardly by our Loꝛd and Savi⸗ 
cur Jeſus Chꝛiſt, to ſæ and hear him P2each. Then did ſhe by. 
outward ſpech expꝛeſs, how ſhe was inwardly affected and mo⸗ 
ved in mind, and ſ&ing her ſoul ſoze ſick and diſeaſed, her heart 
full of iniquity and ſin, her Conſcience defiled with all kind of. 
vice, her ſelf, fruſtrate & void of all hope of health, and deviſing 
how to recover this malady addzeſſing her ſelf ta ſ&@k him, who 
is the only Phyſttian of all fick ſouls , ſhe ſought foꝛ grace at 
the Well of Mercy, and though the was a ſhameful finner, pet 
was the received of him, which came info the UWozld to ſave 
finners. She came not pompouſly arrayed, noꝛ pet came with 
a train, the came alone and not empty handed: fo2 the bzought 
with her a Box 'ful{ of moſt pzectons Dintment , of a ſweet 
ſmell, repꝛeſenting the Faith, Hope and Charity, ledged in her

What could this be but the wert ſmell ol vertue? foz what 
repꝛeſents the Box of Tlablaſter⸗ ſtone, but holy Faith, founded 
upon the true Co2ner-ffone, Jeſus Chꝛiſt, wherein is conſer⸗ 


ved all vertues, and without which it is unpoſible to pleaſe 


God? Came ſhe alone, being actompanied with Faith, Hope, 
and Charity, Humility, and Repentance? She entred the honſe 
uncalled, where was het Phyſitian , and putting Apart all 
ſhame, which might hinder her, together with the mocks ok 
the pꝛoud Phariſies, which ſate at the Table, ſhe craved Com- 


fo2t and Health fo2 her ſick Soul , acknowledging her grief, 


and that being certain he to whom the came, had power ta help 


her. Unto this Phyſitian ſhe could not have come without 


Faith; ſhe was not. fo bold and hardy as tolok Jeſus ＋ the 
ace 
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Face, but fell at his keet upon Her Knees lamentably UWieprage* 


and with the flood of Her Tears waſhing his fret, and wiping 

and d2yinng them with Her hairy locks, then ſhe -kiffcd them 
and with her P2ectous Dpntment ſhe anointed them. 

„All this while her voice was not heard, but her-Heart ſpake 
unto the true Son of God, ſaying, I have no need to declare 
with my tongue my inward grieka, oz to expzeſs the cauſe of my 

coming hither, ſæing thou knoweft the ſecrcts ofthe Heart. Un⸗ 

tothe I come, © C hiſt; fo2 remiſſion of my Sins, offering to 
the my ſozrowfull Heart foz Sacrifice. Surely this Womans 
wozking, wel weighed giveth evidence that ſhe was right hear- 
tilp fo2ry-foz her vffences. Fo2 her E hꝛyſtal cyes, 4 her fair face 
whirh was wont to be painted with coſtly Colours, foz the a⸗ 
dozning of Her beauty, to allure ticentious Lovers, and toen⸗ 
tice Mołuptuous Mozldtings, is now turned into Tears, Bor 
vodp which afoze⸗time was given to delights, is now afflicted 
with Faſting: Her laughing is turned into wiring: and as 
Her firſt life was wholly bent to pleaſe the d& 921d, ſo now it is 
moꝛe vehemently and karneſtiy difpoſed to pleaſe Gd. 

IAith her fair apen Hair, which ſhe was wont ta keep dain⸗ 
tilp, chechath dißen dür Saviourg Ft: her ſwert lips, where⸗ 
with tho uſed to kiſte her Lovers, hath kiſſcd his fret : Her 
Ddo2iferons Dyntment,” wherewith ſhe beantifisd Her face in 
wantconeſs, hath anndinted gur Saviours fret: Row all this 
wagaſaroifign of Faith, Hope, and Charity. And thus yeu ſ& 
How'we'ughttorepent;.:;Srely we Mauld de arc tozding to 
Saint Pauls Drurint, which is; that dur Pembers which 

have conſented to commit iniquitp ſhould be offered unto the 
Loꝛd, as Inſtruments of rightegufneſs, to receive ſancificaticn. 
As fo2 example, ta make the matter moꝛe manikeſt: Halt thou 
ben a D2unlard? Become nam Sober. aſt thou been a Glut⸗ 
ton? Now faft; Haft thou been p2oud'? Be now humble. Hat 
thou been Covetons * Pow give Aims. Haft thau ben wzath- 
füll? Be now gentle. Haft thou ben envious. * Be now chart- 
fable. Haſt thou ben Traiterous? Be now Faithfull. Haſf 
thou been; XZ gacherous : Be now C haſt. Haſt thou ben blaſ- 
'/phemous ? De now kearkull toiſpeak any. thing but Truth. 
- Amiſo conſequently to everp Uile Uice lay a met mene 
„ L which 
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which may ſerve fo2 thy ſickneſs, and expel the poyſon of ſin. 
But now let us ſe what may be thought and judg'd of this 
Phariſie, who ſo ſaucily beſought our Lozdx. Savzour to come 
into his Houſe. Surely heſemed, as he was, a Uain⸗gloꝛzi⸗ 
ons Hypocrite. Foz when he ſaw the Wofull ' Woman faln 
at the fœt of our Saviour, with her Tears waſhing them, 
with her hair Miping them, with her mouth kiCing them, and 
with her P2ecidus Ointment anoynting them, he btamednot- 
only her in his heart, but alſo dur Loꝛd foꝛ ſuſter ing her. Then 
the Lo2d took the ſick Woman, æ healed her of her ſicknefs in the 
p2efence of this pꝛoud Phariſie, and wifh-held Phyſick., from 
him, whoſe Heart was Wounded to the death with the dart of

This Phar iſie is ofthe race vt the UMain⸗gisꝛiaus of whom 
the Ppophet Eſay ſpeaketh in their perfon, laping; Come not 
near me, foꝛ J am clear: d as another Tranflation ſaith, Get 
the hence and meddle not with me, koꝛz J am holier then thou. 
Even ſo ſurely it is not unlike it the Womam had came near 
the Phariſie, he would have ufer thete wozds, and have ſaid, 
Stand back, and touch me not, fo: J am holp, hut thou art 


known fo2 a haindus Sinner Certainlp, true righteaufneſs 


and HolineTe hath compall ion upon peo2 Sinners, whereas on 


the contrary, falſe righteouſneſs. and Hypoeriſte hath them 


in Hatred and Diſdain. But let us liſfen with what ſentence 


this fond Phariſie was convicted; and rep2oved.by our @avigur, 


to be woꝛke then this ſinfull-Woman.''TZ5e Lo2d then fo ſhew 
that he was not only a Pꝛophet, but alſo the Lozd and God of 
P2ophets; anſwered the thought of the P2oud Phariſie,ſaying, 
Limon, J have ſomewhattotell the. Then ſaid he, Speak on 
Maſter. . 

A Creditor ( quoth the Tozd) had two Debtors; whereof the 


one cw'd him 500 pence ; the other but 50; now they both 


having nothing to pays, the Creditor forgives them. the Debt.

Now tell me which of thoſe Debtors loveth the” Creditor: moſR? +2 


Simon ſaid, I think he to whom moſt was forgiven; Jeſus an- 
ſwered. Thou haſt rightly ſpoken. | 
Our Lo2d in p2opounding this Queſtion, veſired alſo to heal 
this Phariſie. Foz if he had denyed it, Jeſus would have eaten 
none of his meat. Theis two Debto2s'wers Simon and the ſinful 
Woman. The ſinful Moman nat only by the Javgneent of the 
ftanvers bx, but alſs by her aum confeſſion acknywtevged her ſelf 
mo2e indebted then Simon, aud Simon leſs invebtedthen ſhe, be⸗ 
cauſe he thought himſeit᷑ righteous in reſpeu at her. The Cꝛe⸗ 
ditoz is our Load Go, who lends and gives us his gifts , both 
tempozal and ſpiritnal, to intereſt, dis but ſing toone five Ta- 
lents, to another twd, andto another une. Now then is ſigni⸗ 
fied by the judgment of Simon, that the Woman was moſt in 
rebt to God, unto whom he fozgave mot. And becauſe ſhe lover 
God better then Simon did, the deferved again of him to be bet⸗ 
ter beloved, in that che did moze gon ſor vice to God, then Si- 
mon did, nokwithſtanding his meat. | 
- Wherefoze the Lozd'valned the love e gd Will of this wo⸗ 
man, and pzeferrevit befo2e Simons, rep2ehending him of his 
.arrogancy, and ſaping : Doſt thou ſee this Woman, whom 
thou judgeſt more in debt then thy ſelf? I entred into thy 
Houſe, and thou haſt not given me water to waſh my feet, but 
ſne hath wafhicd' them with tears, and wip' d them wich her hair, 
though Water was eaſier to be found then tears; Thou haſt 
not Fit my mouth, but ſhe hath. kilt * fest; Thou haſt not 
annointcd my head with common Oyl, but ſhe hath annointed 
my feet with fine Oyntment. So that by theſe ſignes thou ſeeſt 
that ſhe loves me better then thou doſt. Therefore I tell thee, 


chat many Sins are forgiven her, becauſe ſhe: loved much. For 


to him is leaſt forgiven, that hath leaſt loved. 

The Lo2d ſaidthis to beat down the pzond-opinion of the fond 
Phariſſe, net that he was but little fozgiven,tut becauſe Simon 
might know that he thought ſo. Foz truly as who ſo commit - 
teth moſt Dins, is moſt indebted to God: ſo likewiſe is he that 
hath leaſt offended. To conclude, both the leſs and the great ſtand 
in ned of Gods grace: unto whom they cannot come of their 
own ſtrength and vertue. 1 the greateſt Sinner * fo 
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God:the remiſſion of his ſins:even ſo oftghb the juſteſt man to do 
alſo; Foz there is no ſin which one Man tommitteth, but ans- 
ther would commit the like, ik God, who made Man withaut ſin,: 
did not keep him from ſin, as wifneſſeth Saint Auſten. But per⸗ 
chance one wiliſay;A have not committed Adultery as this man 
dath. To won anſwer , thou haſt not had ſuch octaſion mi⸗ 
uiſtred as hei htc had : and: ho hath na han the. ace to avoid 
it as thou haſt: had. It was Gods ing, and nd Mill of thine, 
if thou haſt had no ot caſton no2 convenient time, noꝛ fit oppertu⸗ 
nity to kal into that Sin. Suppoſe thsu haſt had occaſion offered, 
with oppoztunity and al things nit am vet hatt refrained. N ell, 
it is God then that guided and governed tha)thatthou Ihoutbeft 
vot-do tf ; As knowledge then thrgracrafrGodzas thourart bound. 
lac auſe thou haſt not committed ſuch a in: Foz as he who Hath 
committed moſt ſins,is. moſt indehted to God: even ſo is he who 
ne der finned;, Gods debtoz: faz were not the grace of God his 
Guide, he would do enough, Now to onr purpoſe.. ' After the 
Lozd had convinced the Phariſie of this pꝛond Opininn, ta 
conrfozt the ſqzrowfull Moman lving at his fat , he ſatd thus : 

D jopful voice, O hap= 
py Meman, that art wozthy to hear the Son of God ſpeak to. 
the, aud fozgive the thy Sins. But thoſe comfo:ztable wozds 
of the Lo2d greatly aFended the pꝛoud Pharifies-at'the Feaſt, 
who turned them to Blaſpheny, ſaying-:. What Fellow is this

No doubt our Lo2d Jeſus Chhꝛiſt was taken to be a very pz 
man, of him that req ueſted him to Dinner, and of thoſe which 
were at the Table. It was known that man could not fo2give 
ſins, but thep believed not that Jeſus Chaiſt was God, and 
thercfo2e ſay they: What Fellow is this, that fo2giveth ſins?

This pꝛaper being ended, with all Reberence and Devotion 


J reccived the holy Sacrament, and that being ended, we went 
from the Chappel into a great Hall, where J met the god 
Hermet Underſtanding, whom when J had ſaluted, and he me, 
I thanked him foz his god Sermon. Then as we were talking 
Gods grace ſaid unto me, Sir Knight, J give the foz thy Go⸗ 
vernonr this god Hermit Underſtanding , believe his Couniel, 
and do what he commands.

red death, to be with Chꝛiſt in Heaven. Dinner being done, the 


Gates of Repentance were opened which were narrow : contra- 
riwiſe, as it appearcth in the firſt Bok, that the entrance into 
the Palace of Voluptuouſneſs was wide, large; and great, bat 
the end thereof was dcſperation, and deſtruction : as on the o⸗ 
ther ſide, the entering into the Palace of Repentance is ſtreight 
and narrow, but the end thereof is eternal Life. Foz Repen- 
tance (as Saint Paul ſaifh) leadeth the Repentant to eber⸗ 


tafting Salvation. Athen the gates were open, J mounted up 


into a Char iat of Jvozy, having golden whels, and two white 
Hoꝛſes with wings d2awing the ſame. Gods grace gat ap firff, 
and with her hand helped me up, then followed the god Hermit 


Underſtanding, then Memory, Confeienee, and Repentance , - 


but Gods grace governed all, who touching the Bozſes with 


her Rod, they mounted up over the Mountains which are above 
the Earth. So we paſſed through the Regienef the Tir, where 
inhabiteth all the wicked ſpirits, which watch to annop ſuch 


as would mount up to Heaven. 2 

Ind though I was greatly agaiſt hereat, pet my truſt boss in 
Gods grace, under whefe Wings J hid my felf. J truſted not 
in my Conſcience, although it was at peace, noz to Reper- 
tance, N02 to Underſtanding, but to Gods grace only, who ſafer - 
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ly chrowded me under her wings, as the Hen voth her Chickens 
Againſt the coming cf the Rite. Then ſhe commanded the wicked 


Enemies fo.get them hence, and they koꝛthwith flid away, cep 
ing alcud: How have we loſt our Knight : lo, he is mounted 
up to the Palace of Vertue, in deſpight of us all! Now he 
1s cſcaped under the Wings of Gods grace. Being paſt this 
bannt, J heartily thanked Gods grace of her godnels, and on 
the ſudden J ſaw upon the top of a Mountain a godly Palace. 
Now fo2 that love ingend2eth familiarity, familiarity: bꝛeds 
Loldneſs, J asked Gods grace, what place it was: and ſhe fold 
me it was the Palate of Vertue. It was ſo high that it reach d 
oven to Heaven, and about it were ſeven fair Towers of Jla⸗ 
blaſter. In the fir dwelt Faith, in the ſecond Hope, in the 
third Charity, in the fourth Wiſdome, in the fifth Juſtice, in 
the ſixth Fortitude, and in thg ſeventh Temperance, 

In the firſt Tower, Gods grace ſhewed me Faith, which 
waited fo2 our caming, near unto whom J might perceive the 
Palace of true Felicity. With that J deſired Lady Memory 
to ow me in mind in the mo2ning ok ſeeing that gallant City, 

Whiles we talked. thus , sur Chartot arrived at the Court} 
where Lady Vertue with her Daughters, Faith, Hope, Chari- 
ty, Wiſdome, Juſtice, and Temperance; dwett. At the firſt ſight 
FJ knew it was the ſame Lady Vertue which afoꝛe⸗time had ſo 
well admoniſhed me, to whom J gave no car.

knowledge, much leſs in mans wit, wholly to compꝛehend ſo no- 
ble a miſtery:none knows it but he who hath pꝛoved it: you may 
be ſure that there are not (as in the Palace of woꝛldly pleaſure ) | 
chambers hanged with Silk, Tapeſtry, + every cozner ſump⸗ | | 
tnoufly adozned. No, no: but there were Hiſtozies of the Old 1 
New Teſtament to view + mark. J found not there Coffers 11 
full of Gold & Silver, Cupbozds of Plate, Pzefſes of Silk, all | | 
manner of Mercerp⸗ware, neither dainty Diſhes, delicate | 
Dzinks, bawdy Songs, wanton Muſick, the Lady of Love, her | 
Son Cupid,no2 any thing that woꝛldlings imbrace:but J found | 
a thing far ſurpaſſing all that is in the Wo2ld. | 
This god, this joyful,this comfoztable,thjs unſpeakable,this 0 
incomp2ehenſible thing, cannot be named woꝛthy enough: but of 
god e bad he is called God, even he who is the only Soveraign 
god above all things reaſonable ⁊ unreaſonable. Peradventure 
you will ſay this is ſtrange news, that you ſir Knight ſhould ſ& 
God in the Palace of Vertue, How is it ffrange,ſing he is eve- 
ry where, not only in heaven, but alſo in earth, in hell? truly 
confeſs that God is every —_ but Jdeny him to dwel every 
i where 
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where; and yet 1 know that by his power and invincible p2efence 
he is every where, though not every where by the fulneſs of his 
greatneſs,and his gifts : it followes then that he dwelleth every 
where: p2ay pou what p2ofifeth it p damned, that he is in hel by 
his power, Juſtice x Uengeance* Truly by ſuch pzeſence of God 
they have no joy, no conſolation,no benefit oz feltcity,fo2 that all 
are turſed in whom God dwelleth not by his g2zace, whatſoever 
they be, they Kings, Pꝛinces, oꝛ Popes, who have al other riches. 
and deli ghts in the woꝛld. But al they that have the grace of God 
are hapy oꝛ at leaſt wiſe in hope, thaugh they live even in a loth- 
ſom pꝛiſon and are pozer than Lazarus, which deſired to be re⸗ 
kreſhed with the crums that fell from evil rich Mans Table. 
Now, when we p2ay to God, we ſay;Our Father which art in Hea- 
venzkoz that is the place where God gives the enjoying «x poſſeſ- 
ſion of himſelf to his elec,and that is their dwelling, pꝛepared vy 
the grace of God. That is that God ſpeaks ot, by the Pꝛophet K- 
ſay,ſaying:Heaven is my ſeat, and the Earth is my foot-ſtoole: fa; 
aſmuch ſaith God, as I dwel in mine Elect by gzace I will tum⸗ 
ble at my fert thoſe that love Voluptuouſneſs, rather then their 
Maker. In the bok of Wiſdom,it is wziten: that the ſcat of wiſ- 
dom is in þ ſoul of the juſt, God is wiſdom; p juſt ſul his ſeat; 
god is in every place where he dwells, buf he dweleth not in eve- 
ry place where he is. This is mo true, though marvellous, fo; 
the evil are alwayes where God is, bat yet God dwelleth not in 
them. Wherefoever the wicked are, they cannot hide themſelvg 
front God, and pet they are not dwellers with God, noz God a 
dweller with them. They are where God is, as the blind man in 
the light of the Sun: the light is not in him, becauſe he hath not 
the uſe of if. But the god are always with God, x God dwelleth 
in them. as in his Temple. Saint Paul faith, That the temple ot 
God is holy. And therekoze if ve live well as he commands pou, 
pot are his temple. Ind God himſelf ſaith;I will be in them, I will 
walk afongſt them; I will be their God, and they ſhall be my people. 
Now ther etoꝛe you ſ that although God be every where in his 
power, pet he dwelethno where, but where he is by gtace. Jt is 
plain, that where vertue is, there God inhabiteth by grace, wch 
is the only conlal ation of all reafonable creatures. 1s it pogible 
that any man can find in Heaven oz in earth. ſach ſoveraign gov 
as is in God, who is the moſt excellenteſt and ehiekeſt god x the 
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true joy of al Feaſonable creatures : how can that boby fail inv. 
ne g@dnels, which hath God by his g2 ace reſting in his Heart, 
who is the only Authour of all godneſs, and the giver of all trite 
Joy and perfect Felicity. 
ut ſome will ſay that they ſ@ god people in the wozidoften- 
times fuffer miſerp, depꝛived of their gods, t put by the plea- 
fures of this woꝛld, which appeareth inthe ſadneſs of their conn- 
tenance: fo2 they ſeem to be conceived with ſozrow, & as it were 
to labouz and travel in heavineſs, as a woman in Child-birth. I 
confeſs it to be ſo, but pet it you ſay that they are not furniſhed 
with all god and true joy and Felicity,you err greatly, foz the 
Cſoberaign god which is God, dwels in the juff ſoul foz ebermoz: 
although fooliſh WWozlvlings ſay in their hearts + thoughts: can 
it be that theſe miſerable men, which are allied with poverty 
o2 impꝛiſonment have moꝛe poſſeſfion of true Felicity, than we 
that wallow in wealth, and are without want of any UWozlbly 
pleaſures ? But they conſider not that true joy conſiſteth inthe 
Soul. But be-youſure,that as the ſoul is the moſt pꝛecious part 
of the bady, ſo sught the goodneſs of the Soul to be greater than 
the gedneſs of the bop; The joy of the juſt Righteous is mozr 
inwarn than outward, fo2 all his goodneſs is in the ſoul : as the 
Jay of wanton UWs:{blings is ontwardly-in the body. This juſt 
Man ſufFereth outward extremities, but pet inwardly he hath 
mo2e jay than the Ueluptuous man. And though the juſt man, 
being always affiiced,maketh ſhew ol ſadneſs ali his life time, 
pet at the hour of death their joy and conſolation appeareth,with 
hope of eternal life: whereas the contrariwiſe the wozidling go⸗ 
eth his way with gruding x deſpair; the juſt man effems gold 
{ver to be coloured earth, wo2ldly wealth x Uoluptuous fading 
ts be Famine + Filth: Þenour, Dignitp, x Delight to be ſmoak, 
which the Jir conſumeth ſuddenly to be ſho2t,he maketh all the 
M oꝛld no better than an exil:and although his body be detained 
here fo2 a ſcafon,yet all his thoughts, cares, deſires, and medita- 
tions, are converſant among the-O2ders of holy Angels, andthe 
happy ITembly sf Saints in Heaven ſinging Platms x Pzavſes 
inceffantly.. Sothat whatſoever we eſtem cvil in this World, 
God turns it to good, Fo2 he makes us rejoyce in Tribulations, 
taking them fo2 medicines te purge our coꝛruptions, and not ac- 
counting our Perſecutozs as gur enemies, but rather as helpers 
to ſalvation, M 2 We 
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The juſt man eſt ems ſimple fare,ſufficing nature, beter than 
abundance of delicate o2 exceſſive D2unkenneſs, o2 Gluttonp. 
They take moze pleaſure in kneling, pꝛaping, & faſting, then 
woꝛldlings do in dancing,e ſinging wanton Songs. Finallp, that 
they do oꝛ ſuffer SZ öod turns it to god. And therefoze Saint Paul 
ſaith, that all things turn to the good of thoſe that love God: The 
eye never ſ&th,the Ear never heareth, the heart of Man never 
underſtandeth the great godneſs æ the joy that God bꝛings into 
the body, when he cometh, by grace, to dwell in it; only he that 
bath had experience once knoweth it. Wozldlings do wonder to 
ſee the juſt man wep and lament, to ſuffer tribulations, and fo be 
depꝛived of all wozldly pleaſure, they eſfem the gods of this 
wozld to be the true felicity:much like unto a blind man, tak ing 
upon him to judge of colours. Foꝛ they compare falſe felicity x 
wo2ldly wealth, with heavenly riches, perfect hapineſs;where⸗ 
as indeed they are but ſhadowes. Nothing diſpleaſeth the Elec 
moꝛe than Sin, and that which leadeth to Sin: nothing pleaſeth 
the elect but God, and that which leadeth to God. | 

As concerning the ſoul,no man can deny, ik he hate Sin, and 
{ove Uertue, but that he had rather loſe all that is in the wozld, 
than loſe Tlertue,and ſuffer al manner of to2zments, than to com⸗ 
mit ſin: he had rather deſcend into Hell with vertue, than mount 


up to Heaven with ſin. Foꝛ where Uertue is, there is quietneſs. 


Contrariwiſe, where ſin is, there can be no reſt. Let every one 
therefozec labour to loſe woꝛʒldly happineſs. if he mean to atcheive 
vertue, wherein conſiſteth ſo much goodneſs. But many make 
no account to come thither, « ſo care not fo2 loving Uertue, be- 
cauſe indeed they know not vertue;wherefoze underſtanding deſ- 
cribeth her, x her ſeven Daughters,namely Faith, Hope, Charity, 
Wiſdom, Juſtice, Fortitude, and Temperance,in manner following. 
CHAP. II. 
The Deſcription. of Vertue. 
Ertue, acco2ding to the Definition of St. Auſtin, in his ſe⸗ 
cond Bok of Free-will, the 18 Chapter, Is a good quality of 
the Soul, whereby a man liveth rightly, and commiteth none evill ; 


which thing indeed is the only work of God in Man. By the 


Soul he under ſtandeth in this place the Superiour part of the 
Mind oz Soul wherein conſiſteth Reaſon, Judgment,and _ 
| e 
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The inferiour part we call Senſe, which ie common to man and 


beaſt. Now that is called in Latine Mens, and is not a part of 
the Soul ſenſiti ve, which is the inker iour part, but it is that part 
of the Soul, where reaſon and Underſtanding do ſit, which is the 
ſuperiour part. By the Soul then we do mean the Frewill of 
Man, which is nothing elſe, as Philoſophers ſay, but the frank 
judgment of the mind, and Utll. Foz when we ſay, Freewill, we 
utter and p2onounce two woz2ds,namely Free-will. It is termed 
Free, becauſe that frely without conſtraint the will wozketh his 
feats at liberty. Ind it is called Free- will, becauſe of the judge- 
ment of the Soul. Therefo2e Free-will is in the ſuper iour part of 
the Soul, fo2 thereby we differ from b2nit Beaſts. who have a 
Senſe as well as we, but no judgment of Free- will. Now then 
we ſay, that Vertue is à god quality of the Soul, that is to ſay, 
ok Free-will : Foz Vertue qualifies Free-will, diſpoſeth and pꝛe⸗ 
pareth it to do and will well, neither of which can be done with- 
out the aid and Gꝛate of God. 

The ſecond part of the Defmition is, Whereby a Man liveth 
rightly. But no man liveth rightly,nnleſs he live juſtly; no man 
Ubethe rightly without Uertue Ergo no man liveth juſtly with- 
= Uertue. Who ſo liveth rightly liveth well, and who ſo liveth 
well, it he continue in ſo doing, atcheiveth true Felicity. It follow⸗ 
eth then that by vertue we atchieve true Felicity, foꝛ Vertue pꝛe⸗ 
pars Freewill, which is coꝛrupt x depꝛaved, therefoze unapt ei⸗ 
ther koz well⸗ willing, oz well⸗ doing: but the gzace of God pꝛe⸗ 

ſerving it by Vertue, it is made capable of perfec bleſſedneſs. 
The Third part of the Definition 1s : And commiteth none e- 
vill: wherein is comp2ehended the excellency of Vertue,and great 
goodneſs, by the which none can do ill. Men may abuſe all the 
gods, all the Arts, and Sciences in the UWozld, as indeed very 
often they are ill uſed, as with Monep, Wine,and Women, but 
by Uertue they be never abuſed : M ho uſeth Vercue, he doth the 
wozks of Uertue: Who ſo uſeth the Deeds of Vertue he doth 
well; & if by Vertue none doth ill, thou oughteſt rather to loſe all 
that is in the world, than to loſe Vertue, ſe ing the ercels in god⸗ 
neſs all things in the Wozld. 

The fourth part of the Definition is: Which thing indeed is 
the only work of God in Man. Vertue then is a wozk of God in 
us, as witneſſeth St, Auſtin, upon the Sentence which is ſpoken 

in 
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inthe 118 Pſalm: have done Judgment and Juftice, Juſtice (faith 
he) is a great Vertue uf the Scul, coming from the a2ace of God, 
which none but he woꝛketh in man. I have done Juſtice: and there- 
koꝛe when the P2ophet ſpeaking in the Perſon of the Church, ſo 
ſaith : he nicaneth not that he hath done the Tiertne of juſtice of 
himſelf, which paſſefh Mans power to do, but he refereth it unto 
od, whoſe He affirmeth it to be. By theſe wo2ds then of Saint 
Auſtin, it appeareth plainly, that Juſtice in Man is no Wlo2k of 
Man, but of God. UWherefoze Peter Lombard upon theſe words 
of Saint Auſtin concludeth, and ſaith : That Uertue is not the 
cauſe of Free-will, no2 of any affection of the Soul coming from 
Free-will, but he ſaith, by that Uertne Free-will being dep2aved, 
evill and coꝛrupt, is helped and moved to godneſs:and ſo pou ſee 
that by Uertue,which he ſaith is Gods grace,inclining and p2e- 
paring the Mill to will well, pzocedeth the god affedion of the 
ſoul, and afterwards do follow goed woꝛks, and an honeſt trade of 
Life.to make it the moꝛe manifeſt, he gives ſimilitudes. Is the 
rain( ſaith he) moiſtneth the ground to make it yield fruit x pet 
the rain is not the ground, noꝛ the ground the fruit,even ſo (ſaith 
he) into the ground of our Souls, that is to ſay,the fr liberty of 
the Will,the rain of Gods blefing is poured, that is to ſay, Gods 
grace is inſpired, which liquoꝛeth the will of man to make him 
fruitful fo will well, ac coꝛding to the effect of Gods inſpiration, 
which is his G2ace wozking in us, to the end we ſhould do well. 
And therefo2e all the good woꝛks that we do oz can do, are to be 
attributed unto Gods grace, by whom our will is pꝛepared to will 
and do well. This grace ingendzeth god motions in the ſoul of 
Man, and theſe god motions are a chief gift of G2zace to Man. 
as namely, by faith to believe that Ch24f is the true Son of 
God: by Love and Charity, to love God and our Neggbbour : 
and ſo of all other Uertucs, which are the god moticns and gifts 
of Gods grace, wozking in us, to the encreaſe of moze Uertue, 
pea, to the poſſeſſion of eternal life. It is apparent then, that 
Uertue is the gift of Gods grace, wozking in dur will to make 
it will and do well: and therefo2e ſay we, that Faith, Hope, 
and Charity, being Divine and godly Mertues, are the works 
of God. Some there be which ſay, that Uertue is the well u- 
ſing of thenaturall Powers and abilities in Man, inward on- 
ly, but not outward, that is to ſay, aperfec affection of theſoul. 
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which Sod p2ocureth in man, and not Man inhimſelf. Foz” 
althoughſuch motions ſeem to be motions of fre&will , pet they 
cannot be ſuch, except God vouchſafe of his wozking G2ace to 
ſantifiethe will, and to make it capable of ſuch god affections : 
Theſe two Opinions recited by the Maſter of the Sentences, 
in the ſecond Dok, and 27 Diſtinction, A refer to the Judg- 
ment of the Reader, and allow them ſo far fozth as they both 
agree, that Vertue ts a wozk of God in Man, and not of Man in 
himſelf. But pet they differ, becauſe the firft ſapes, that Ver- 
tue is not a moving of the Soul , foz that it is the only wozking 
of God, without Man, and of mer G2ace : the other Opinion 
faith that Vertue is a god motion of Man, not coming of God 
in Man: J dare not judge raſhly in ſo High and ſecret a Myſ⸗ 
tery, and therefoze J appeal to the determination of the Learn» 
ed. Jtſufficeth to know that Vertue is a wo2k of God in Man, 
and not of Man in himſelf; and inthis point, as both Dpin- 
tons do conſent, ſo J appꝛove them to be true. 


CHAP. III. 
The Deſcription of Faith, and how we ought to believe in God 
for our Salvation. 
E Aith is a Vertue, whereby we believe that which we ſee not. 
WHE it is ſaid that Faith is a vertue, it is moſt manifeſt that 
faith is the pure gift of God, whereby we believe that which we 
ſ& not. But pet it followeth not that we ſhould believe al that we 
hear and ſ& nat, but this is meant only in things touching Reli- 
gion, and the wo2ſhiping of God. Faith is p2operly of things not 
apparent, fo2 apparent things have no Faith, but a certain De- 
monſtration:as When our Lozd ſaith to Thomas, betauſe thou haſt 
ſeen, thou bel ieveſt. Pet Thomas believed mo2e than he faw, a 
Man, and he believed that the ſame Man was God alſo, which he 
faw not: foʒ he ſaid,Thouart my God, and my Lord. In this con- 
ſiſteth the merit of Faith, when a man at the, Commandement of 
God, believeth that thing which he ſ&th not. To believe ( ſaith. 
Saint Auſtin ) is to think upon a thing with confent to that 
ehought : as when thou thinkeſt the Son of God was bozn of a 
Virgin, and tok mans nature upon him, and conſenteſt to that 
Thought, it is p2operly called Seliefe. This thought may 
come often by ling, and often by hear ing. And when * Paw: 
atth;;. 
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laith, that Faith commeth by hearing of the Word of God, he un⸗ 
derſtands that by hearing: Faith comes into the mind © thougt, 
if we conſent thereto: foz we may hear a Pzeacher, without con- 
ſcnting to that he ſaith,becauſe men do not always believe what 
the Preacher ſpeaketh,fo2 by the conſent wherein conſiſteth the 
perfection; Faith comes of the meer gift of God, and not from 
ſ&ing o2 hearing, but from the light of G2ace, ſpeaking in the 
ſoul of a Believer, believing the principal truth, which is God, 
and woꝛk ing in him an agreement with that Soveraign truth a 
bove all other things: ſo that faith is a foundation unmoveadle; 
Jeſus Chriſt who is the only Foundation of true Bleſſednels, 
dwelleth in the hearts of the Believers, æ ſo long as Faith is in 
man, he ſhall be ſure not to periſhz but faith without Charity is no 
Foundation, becauſe ſuch Faith is in vain and unp2ofttable. 
Faith then jopned with Love o2 Charity, belongs to god Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians: and Faith without Love belongs to evil Chaiſttans. It is 
neceſſary therefo2e that we note the difference in theſe thz& 
ſayings o2 ſpeeches, namely: To believe a God, To believe of 
God, To believe in God. To believe a God, ts to believe that he 
is the only true God, fo the Devils do believe as well as the evil 
Chꝛiſtians. To believe of God, is to believe that all is true weh 
God ſaith, x ſo believe the evil Chꝛiſtians as well as god, un⸗ 
leſs they be Hereticks. But to believe in God, is to love God, and 
in belicving to joyn thy ſelf to God, by love and obedience incoꝛ⸗ 
poꝛating thee with His Members, that is to ſap, his Church. 
This Faith juſtifieth the Sinner, & his Faith being knit with 
Love and with Charity, begins to do god deeds, which cannot be 
done without Love. The Faith which evil Chꝛiſtians have, is in⸗ 
ded a quality of Free will, but it is not knit with Love and Cha- 
rity, which is the bond of perfection, and the life of Faith, as Faith 
is the like of the Soul. Ind yet ſuch an unſhapen Faith, being na⸗ 
ked and Uoid of Charity, may be termed a gift of God : foz that 
the evil man may have ſome gift of God: but that cannot p2zoper- 
ly be called Uertne, becauſe that by Mertue we learn to live 
rightly:+ fo2 that the Devils + evil chꝛiſtians do live wickedlp, 
it is a ſign that the Faith which they have is dead, c therefoze is 
not p:operly verfue,no2 yet a woꝛk of vertue. Ik thou wilt then 
have thy Faith to be god and ſaving, it mult have four proper - 
ties, that ts to ſay, if muſt be plain and ſimple, it muſt be whole

and ſound. it mult be conftant 4 unmgvable, it muft be quick and 
lovely. Touching the firſt, that it muſt be plain and ſimple, that 
teacheth thee thus much in effet, that thou muſt believe the woꝛd 
of Gon ſimply,+whatſoever is therein contained. wit haut iniqui- 
ring info Gods myſtical matters by humane reaſons : 4 fimply 
believing in thy heart that every thing contained in the Bible is, 
moſt true. 2. Thy Faith muſt be whole and ſound; that is,thow 
muſt not take part with hereticks, oz cleave to the er ronious s-' 
pinions of the enemies of Gods truth: fo2 this is no god Faith. 
Ind therefoze koz a Teftmony of the Faich, be not aſhamed to 
make open confeſſion in the Congregation of thy beliet, with the 
fellowſhip and communion al Saints, that thou beliodeſfinGud 
the Create & Governoꝛ of all things, e in his ſon Jeſus Ch2ift! 
the Kedemer,and in the holy Ghoft, by which we are ſancifieds. 
receive true comfozt ⁊ joy, cc. acco2ding as it is declared in his 
Wo2d, 3. It muſt be canſtant and unmovable, that is, without 
doubting, fo any reaſon of mans b2ain that ſœmeth contrary, oꝛ 
foz any temptation, p2omiſe,o2 thꝛeatnings, either of tozment o2 
of death. And let not the obKinacy:ofſurh as enchant with the 
vain pleaſures of this life, although they fem to live moſt joy - 
fully,allure the to cleave to their spinion, which is flat hereſie : 
fo2 that is a wozk of Satans who wholly poſſeſſes them, and can 
change himſelf into an Angel of light, to deceive the ſimple « in- 
nocent, whom God permits to be tempted $02 the tryal of their 
conſtancy. Not that he is ignoꝛant of the ine becauſe he would 
have if appear in others, that he crowns us with glozp, fo2 dur 
conftancy & perſeverance. This is clearly ſet down by Moſes in 
the 13.0f Deut. and by S Peter in his 2 Epiſtle, chap. 2 and by our 
Saviqur Chziſſ, in the 24 of Matthew. Ind though we live in the 
later times, when many Secs da abound, and vertue and truth in 
many places dofayl : vet let us liſten what our Saviour ſaith : 
Wihoſpeyer believerh to the end, ſhall be ſaved. 4. Thy Faith muſt 
be quick and lively,that is. it muſt be linked with love gc harity, 
which is the life of faith, as the ſaul is the life of the body. And 
therefa2e abuſe not thy ſelf as ſome do, ſaying : J have Faith;'+ 
I hall be ſaved, whatſoever chance. No, no, aſſure thy felt that 
if thy Faith he not qyickned with love and charity, it is nothi ng 
wozth,x therefo2e unable to atchieve true bloednefs, as S. Paul 
well noteth inthe ürſt Epiſtle,the 1 LO the Corinth. Even 
x ſo. 
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ſo, when our Lo2d in the Goſpel attributeth ſalvation unts faith, 
and S. Paul juſtification : this is to be underſtood of an holp, live⸗ 
ly, and Evangelical Faith, wozking with Love and Charity. 
Likewiſe when our Saviour ſaith inthe Goſpel , that he which 
believeth and will be Baptiſed, ſhall be ſaved : that is meant of ſuch 
a faith, as lovequickneth, and charity reviveth. The Scripture 
in many places erp2eſſeth,that none ſhall be ſaved, unleſs he ob - 
ſerve and kep the Commandements of God. Now none can kep 
the Commandements without love and Charity, Ergo,none can 
be ſaved without Love and Charity. Theſum and effect of all is 
this, that whoſoever renounceth ſin, and imbꝛaceth a quick and 
tively Faith, andliveth in love and Charity, he cannot periſh,

The Deſcription of Hope, and how we ought to hope in God. 
N Ow (Sir Knight) know this, that Hope is a Vertue, where- 
by happineſs or bleſſedneſs both ſpiritual and eternal are hoped 
for. Ind as Faith is of things not (&n,ſo is Hope alſo. Foz S. Paul 
ſaith, Hope that is ſzn is no Hope, becauſe we have poſſeſſion of 
it already. It is common to Faith # Hope to be of things unſeen : 
and pet Hope is diſtinguiſhed from Faith, not only by name, but 
by reaſon. Fo2 by Faith we believe as well evil things as god, 
that is hell as heaven. We believe that adultery is a very wick - 
ed ſin, we believe alſo charity is a very god thing: all theſe things 
god and bad, we believe, but we hope cnly fo2 god things, and 
not fo2 bad. Igain, Faith is of things paſt; pꝛeſent, and to tome. 
Fo2 we believe the death of Jeſus Chꝛiſt which is paſt : we be⸗ 
lieve alſo that at this pꝛeſent he ſits at the right hand of God the 
Father in heaven, and we believe that Ch2ift ſhall come to judge 
the quick and the dead. But under cozrection, J think that Hope 
is of things pzeſent:as when J hope that J am in Gods favour: 
and of things paſt, as when J hope my ſins be foꝛgiven me: and 
ef things to tome, as when J hope to have eternal life. This is 
true that Faith hath an eye generally unto that which is ſpoken 


in holy ſcripture, believing that all the pꝛomiſes, without excep⸗ 


tion, which God made ſhall be accompliſhed, without deſcending 
to particular oz ſpectal perſons : but Hope applyeth unto her ſelf 
thoſe ſame pꝛom iſes, waiting foz the accompliſhment of ”—_ 
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which God hath pꝛomiſed. Ind therefoze it is requiſite fo2 aſſu- © 
red ſalvation, that thou believe thou ſhalt be ſaved, but to hope ſs 
is not ſuffictent. Foz faith in it ſelf, tmpozteth aninfallille aſſu⸗ 
rance and certainty sf things, as when we firmly believe all the 
Articles of our true and Chꝛiſtian faith, & all things contained 
in the holy Scriptures to be moze certain then man is man : but 
the hoping of it is not ſe requiſite. Fo2 if we have a firm affiance 
in the goodneſs of God, touching our Salvation, and doubt not a 
whit of the remiion of our ſins,it is enough. There be two de⸗ 
gres in Hope, which are two contrary extremities.The one be- 
ing the moſt higheſt, is the infallible aCurance of eternal bleſ- 
ſedneſs : the other being the baſeſt and loweſt, is to deſpair of ſal- 
vation. Between theſe two extremittes conſiſteth hope. But the 
moꝛe that a Man app2oacheth to the higheſt extremity,which is 
an infallible aſurance of Eternal life, « the mo2e he rejoyceth 
from the loweſt extremity, which is deſperation,the moze perkea 
he is in hope. Ls it ſufficeth the Hoping of Man, that believes x 
loves God, that he hath a firm affiance x confidence, that God of 
his god grace will give him whatſoever he hath pzomiſed to his 
Elec, hoping that he is of their number. So it is necefſary re- 
quiſite that we have a perfec infallible certainty of our Salva- 
tion. Now foz that inthe Definition of Hope, it is ſaid, that by 
her we hope and look fo2 the eternal Happineſs ; it is to be noted, 
that hope hath two Mbjects, the firſt, the perfect enjoying of 
Gods p2eſence : the other is, all the neceſſary means to coms 
unto the clear ſœing 4 enjoying of God: theſe means are remiſ- 
lion of ſins thzough Gods grace, juſtification, faith unfained 4 cha- 
ritable deds and agreableneſs unto God. Now all that we hope 
foz, we ought with pꝛaper debontly to crave of God; as his 
Kingdom, the remiſſion of our ſins, juſtification, encreaſe of 
grace and vertue, d&eds of Faith and Charity. But concerning 
gods tempozal,fozalmuch as we may uſe them well and ill, they 
may be ſaid to hinder the Salvation of Man, rather then to fur - 
ther it. Ind therefoze the god Chziſtian ought not to ask them, 
no2 covet them exceſſively : ind ed ſo much as will neceſſarily 
ſerve him fo2 ſuſtenance in this hife, he may lawfully ask. Ind 
here by the wap, it is a leſſon wozthy the Learning, namely: 
that it is neceſſary fo us to do god Wozks , becauſe it hath 
pleaſed God fo enrich us with gods, which goods ought well 
2 tg 
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fo be employed. Now unto him p2operly belongeth the merits ot 
the wozks which he wozketh in us. Foz all our god wozks arg 
the gift of God, howbeit he voth not deny us his grace, whereby 
we conſent to do the god wozks which he only moveth in us. 
And therefo2e every one oncht,fo the utter moſt that he is able, 
to do god wozks, conſidering that they come of God, who ts the 
Futhoz of all god wozks , and without whom we are not able ts 
think ſo much as one god thought, mach leſs do a god deed. Fo2 
otherwiſe to hope in doing ill to go to heaven, withont god wozks 
ſpꝛinging krom a firm Faith, is not hope, but a flat pꝛeſumption. 
And therekoze thou vughteft to enfo2ce thy ſelf to do good works, 
hoping that thou and thy wozks may be acceptable unto God: 
nevertheleſs, thou mult not in any caſe truſt upon thy merits o2 
good woꝛ ks, but altogether to the infinite godneſs of God. Fo2 o⸗ 
ther wiſe thou kalleſt info that curſe which theP2ophet ſpeaketh, 
ſaping, Curſed is the man that truſteth in man,# contrariwiſe, happy 
is the man that truſteth in God. We ought always to do well, fo de⸗ 
light in well⸗ doing, and to hope in the geodneſs of God, that he 
will give ns that which he hath pzomiſed. But this Hope onght 
to be firm, & as an Incho2 conſtantly to hold thy conſcience, that 
by the floatingof temptation it move not. But fome will ask by 
what teſtimonp o2 witnefs can the conſcience reft affured of re⸗ 
milion of ſins,of Gods adoption, and of Heavenly blefſedneſs. S. 
John Epiſt. 1 chap. 5. ſatth, There be three things that bear witneſs in 
Earth, that is, the Spirit, Water, and Blood. Theſe th;& teſfifie un⸗ 
to the ſpirit of the believing Man, that Chꝛiſt is the infallible 
truth, who fulfilleth in the believing man the whole ſam dk his 
pꝛomiſes. The firft witneſs then that allur eth man in hope is 
the pꝛetious blood of our Loꝛd Jeſus, which was ſhed foz the re- 
miſſion of our ſins. The ſecond witneſs is the water of Baptiſm, 
by the which alſo our ſins are fo2given. But thefe two witneſſes 
put not ths conſcience in full and perfect hope and aſſurance. Ind 
therefoze there muſt be annexed unto them a third,; which is, the 
holy Spirit, which beareth witneſs with our ſpirit, that we are 
the ſons and heirs of God. Who ſo hath not this witneſs, he can⸗ 
not be aſfuredofhis ſalvation. The wozks of the holy Spirit in 
Man, if thou ask me what thoſe wozks are, J anſwer the, that 
they are theſe that follow, and ſuch like; namelp, ſoꝛrow fo fin ; 
hatred of all things which diſpleaſe God, and are contrary to his 
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Commandments , taking pleaſure to read and hear Gods word, 
mourning fo2 thy imperfections; andſure Faith, Hope, Charity : 
and affection,defire,intent's purpoſe to love God above allthings, 
and to do thy endeavonr to fnlfil his Commandments. Fo2 all 
theſe things ſp2ing not from the cozrupt nature of man, unleſs 
his heart be moyſtened with the dew of Gods grace: without the 
which we fel not in our ſelves any good affections,no2 deſire to do 
god wo2ks, which are ſigns of the pꝛeſence of the holy Ghoſt in 
us. UWherefo2ze we ought with fighing to pzay unto God, and to 
beſech him moſt humbly that it would pleaſe him of his un- 
ſpeakable pity, toſend us his holy Spirit, which may aſſure us 
of the remifſton of our un: to vouchſafe us his Heavenly Jyop- 
tion, and the enjoying of everlaſting bleſſedineſs. Und thus much 
concerning Hope. Nowlet ns ſpeak of Love'v2 Charity.

The Deſcription of Love or Charity,and how we ought to love God, 
and our Neighbour. 
| 8 is a vertue, by the which God is loved for the love of him- 
ſelf; and our neighbour for the love of God, or in God. It is 
ſaid in the firft part of this Definition, that Chariey is a vertue. 
Let us ſ& how, certainly Charity ts the excellenteſt vertue that 
is, e ven the mother of all the reit. Foꝛ he that hath not Charity, 
hath nothing in him to obtain everlaſting like. This Charity is 
given when the holy Spirit is given. Fo2 the holy Spirit being 
reſident in the ſoul, makes us to tobe God foꝛ the lobe of himſelf, 
and our neighbour fo2 the love ot God. To love God foꝛ the love 
of himſelk, is to love him fo2 his own ſake, and becauſe he is God. 
And that is to be done th2& ways, that is, to love God above all 
things entirely, above all things o2derly, above all things pꝛe⸗ 
cioufly. Tue will declare theſe th2&@ ways ol loving God the 
moꝛe plainly, that every one may know how-to love God. 

To love God intirelp, is to have a god will to God, and to re⸗ 
Joyce greatly that he is ſuch a one as he is: but fo2 the better un- 
derſtanding hereof, it hall not be amifs to ſhew what it is to love; 
to lobe is nothing elſe, but to wiſh well to every body: as when J 
love a man, AJ wich as well to him as to m ſelf : now there are 
two manners of love. One is called the covetous love, as when a 
man loves any thing foz his own p2ofit ſake, and in ſuch ſoꝛt men 
love their hozſes,their viquals, and all other wo2ldlyneceſſaries. 
The other love is called the love of friendſhip, when one 1 ag 
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thing fo2 the love of it ſelf, withont reſpec of particular p2ofit : 
as when J ſe a man wiſe, J take pleaſure in him, and wiſh that 
the vertues which are in him may not only be continued, but al - 
of encreaſed in him, and this do J, being to him well affectionat- 
ed, and loving him with delight. | 

There is not in God any god that is not like himſelf. Foꝛ his 
Might oꝛ Power, his Wiſdom, his Mercy, his Juſtice, and his 
knowledge are Heavenly, as he himſelf is, who is all wiſe, all 
juſt, all merty, all knowledge, c all mighty ; ſs that we love God 
above all things intirely, when we rejoyce and be glad that he is 
as he is without regarding our pꝛoper p2ofif oz honour. Thou 
onghteſt not to love God with a covetons love, that ts, thou muſt 
not love God only becauſe he gives the all things pꝛofltable foz 
thee : fo2 in ſo doing thou loveſt thy ſelf better then thou loveſt 
God. Jf thou love God rightly, he will reward the greatly: but 
this love muſt be ſingle and if muſt be pure, and not depending 
upon any other thing: foꝛ who ſo loveth God fo2 gain, loveth him 
but as his Hoꝛſe, in whom he lights, becauſe he ſerves his turn. 
God onght-to be loved lovingly , without reſpec of particular 
p29fit. But thou mapſt ask me a queſtion ; may J not love God 
to this end, and under this condition, that he may give me Hea- 
ven, which is the p2incipalleſt thing that man can with foz after 
this life ? the Docto2s ſay no,if we conſider well of the thing be- 
loved, which is God: fo2 in ſo doing thon loveſt thy ſelf better 
then thou toveſt God. Thou maiſt come to heaven by this means, 
as namely, by keping his Commandments, by giving Alms, 
and by doing other god dds, and yet give God his due and ſin⸗ 
gle love. Now theſe things are not charity it ſelf, but the wozks 
of Charity. We ſay then that God onght to be loved in doing 
god deds, and in keeping his commandments : but this love 
ought to be entire, without reſpect of p2ofit oz reward. 

To love God ozderly above all things is to refer thy ſelf all 
thy gods to God: ſo that all which thou loveſt, wiſheſt, doſt, and 
leaveſt undone, thou aughteſt to love, to wich, to do, and leave un⸗ 
done, foꝛ the love of God and his gls2zy. Thus referring all to the 
- honour & glozp of God, thou loveſt God above all things oꝛder⸗ 
ly, and actompliſheſt, as much as in the lyeth, what is w2itten 
in Deut. and in Sc. Matthew, where it is ſaid; Thou ſhalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, with all thy ſoul, and ay all mY | 
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*rength : Foz what sther thing is it to love God with all thine= 
heart, with all thy ſoul, and with all thy frength, but to refer all 
things to God, and to his glozy, all our thoughts, all our wozds, 
all sur wozks,all cur purpoſes, and all our intents * to love God 
therekoze above all things o2derly, is fo refer to God and his 
gloꝛy our ſelves, and all that is within and without us; which. 
we cannot well do, ik our thoughts, it dur words, if our wo2 S,be 
not god and acceptable unto God. 

To love God p2ectonfly, is to love him lo dearlp. and ſo much te 
eſteem of him, that foz no cauſe thou wouldeſt loſe him, noꝛ his 
love: but wich rather to loſe thy gods, thy lands, thy limbs, thy 
like, and the love of the woꝛld. This inderd is to love God loving- 
ly, when without reſpec of p2ofit we refer to Gov and his glozy 
all that we have, dur hearts, our hands, our lips, to pꝛaiſe and 
magniſie him, and to ſet fozth the-greatneſs of his Divine Ma⸗ 
jeſty, and omnipotency. To love God then fo2 the love of him- 
ſelf, is fo love God becanſe he is god. And he that loveth God in 
this ſozt ſhall be ſure never to miſcarry oz periſh. 

To love thy neighbour, it is required that thou do it in God, oz 
fo2 the love of God. Now thou muſt underſtand that every Man 
is thy Neighbour, when either thou to them, oz they to the can 
thew mercy,o2 relief by ſuccour and help. So that every reaſon- 
able creature is thy neighboz, whereſoever he dwell in the world. 
Thus are theSaints in Heaven thy neighbours, by whoſe exam- 
ple thon art taught to live Godly ; wherefoze thon oughteſt to 
love them and all mankind foz thelove bf God, oz in God. Thou 
oughteſt to love thy neigbour, becanſe he is god, 02 becauſe he 
ſhould be god, then thou loveſt him inderd foz the love of God: 
evere Man which is a Sinner thou oughteſt to love, not becauſe 
he is a finner, but becauſe he is a Man, foz the love of God. 

Thon oughteſt to love in the ſinful Man that which he hateth, 
and to hate that which he loveth. The ſinful man loves ſin e ini⸗ 
quity, which thou oughteſt fo hate: the ſinful man hateth his ſoul 
and the purity of nature, which thou oughteſt to love. Fo? ſin is 
againſt nature, it vefileth nature, it oppzefſeth nature, yea, it 
guencheth nature, 4 he that committeth ſin killeth his own ſoul, 
and co2rupteth nature. Thou oughteſf then to love the ſonl,x the 
nature of the ſinner,but not his fin And when thou giveſt Alms 


to a Sinner being in need, thou onghteſt not to do it *

The ſoul that loveth God cannot but think, 
and talk of God, inſomuch that it hateth all ungodly things. 
UL ho ſo will know God, muſt love God: the moze that one loves 
God, the moꝛe he grows in the knowledge of God. To read, to 
w2ite, and to ſtudy of God, yieldeth no true knowledge of God, 
without Love. In vain do we read, in vain do we talk, in vain da 
we pꝛeach, in vain do we p2ay to God, it we do net love God; the 
love of God tngend2eth the love of thine own ſoul, and maketh it 
attentive always to God. God loves to be loved again: and when 
he loveth, he requireth nothing but love: happy therefoze is he 
that loveth God.

BY theſe four Mozral Uertues Man liveth o2derly in this 
) moztal life. St. Hierom ſaith that the Ch2iſtian man by 
theſe four liveth well in this moztality, and by them after death 
cometh to everlaſting Life. Prudence knoweth the god we ſhould 
do, and evil we ſhould leave. Juſtice doth god. Temperance leaveth 
the evel. Fortitude is conſtand, without loſing courage in adverſi⸗ 
ty,o2 waxing pꝛoud in p:oſperity, Prudence teacheth man how to 
app2oach unto. God; Fortitude and Temperance , how to govern 
himſelf; Juſtice, how to uſe his neighbour. Theſe are the four 
things which Satan ſhoteth at, to deſtroy the ſoul. | 

By Prudence, which is the rule of right reaſon; we govern our 
felves wiſely, we o2der dur affairs diſcretly, doing nothing but 
right and reaſon. Jn Prudence conſiſteth reaſon, knowledge, koze⸗ 
ſight, aptneſs to give god Counſel. Plato ſaith, that Prudence 
is the Governels of all mozal Uertues, ſhewing how we ſhould 
underſtand and uſe the reſt : koz as Faith infozmeth us what 
we ſhould hope after , and what we ought to love: even ſo Pru- 
dence teacheth us how we ſhould uſe Juſtice, Fortitude, and Tem- 
perance. Ariſtotle faith, that it is impoTible ut, a pꝛudent 
Man ſhoyld-be god. It he mean mozal godneſs it is meſt 
true: fo2 a wiſe Man doth nothing but that which is lawful : 
But pet without Love oz. Charity, „Prudence is 4* Uertue 
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no moꝛze merifo2ious , then Faith without Love and Charity. 
But if the pꝛudent man lobe God with all his heart, it is unpoc⸗ 
ble but that he ſhould do god, and conſequently be ged. | 
Juſtice is a vertne uſed in two foꝛts, kometimes it is a general 
vertue, and compꝛehends in her felf all vertue: as the man that. 
iiveth well and juſtly,1s therefo2e called god: © Juſtice other = 
wiſe is underffgd a particular vertue, called Juſtice diſtributive, 
velving to every-one that which unto him belongeth. This ver⸗ 
tue, Juſtice diſtributive is conventent foꝛ all men, and pꝛincipallp 
foz Emperoꝛs, Rings, and ſuch as have the Jdminiftration and 
Governments of Common-wealths ; to the end that they may 
y&ld to every one their right, defending the innocent, @ puniſh- 
ing the offender : doing juſtice and right, acco2ding fo cquitp. as 
well to little as great, and to po as rich. Many have Juſtice 
painted in ther Houſes, and pet have wꝛongkul dealing lodged in 
their hearts. Many a one hath Chaiſt in their mouth, but the 
Devil in their minde. He thaf will be acceptable ts God, he 
muſt be juſt in woꝛd, upzight in died, unvefiled in thought. 
Fortitude is a vertue, unto which belongs a magnificent cou- 
rage, nat fearing any thing but unlawful ations. He that hath 
this bertue, keeps himſelf conſtant in adverſity, and waxeth not 
p20ud-in-p2oſperity. Fortitude gives a mau magnanimitp, con⸗ 
ſtancy, hope, aſſurance, patience, and perfeverance. Mith this 
vertue the Martyrs of all degrees ⁊ ages were endned, grounded 
upon a firm faith, contemning the world, and ſetting light by tho 
toz ments of tyrants, imbꝛacing death, rather then to deny C hilt. 
Gods Prophets were armed with Fortitude, who without flattery 
rep2ehended the Kings of Iſrael and Juda of their falſe wozſhipof 
God, and keared not their furies. The Apoſtles of Jeſus Chziſt 
mere armed with Fortitude, who feared not to control the wiſdom 
of the wiſe, and vanquiſh ſuch as were in high places, that they 
might with contented: mindes'carry the poak af Chꝛiſt. This 
they did, not with mans power, oꝛ warlike weapons, but with di⸗ 
vine Doctrine:not deſiring to kill anp one, but to die themſelves. 
At is a great woꝛlos wonder, that ſo few ſimple ſouls, unarmed, 
unlearned,+ having no humane policy, ſhould vanquith the wil⸗ 
dom of the wo2ld, confound earthly policy and ſtrength, & ſubdue 
Kings, and bzing them in obedience to the Faith of Chzift, re- 
voking the people from falſe Religion and Idozation of devils. 


With 
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With this vertus of fortitude Kings ought to be armed, not fear 
ing any danger foz the vefence' of the Faith ol Jeſus Chꝛiſt, but 
being ok one mind with the Holy Mavtyrs of Gov. Illith this 
vertng onaht Preachers to be armed, wozthily defending the 
woꝛd of God, againſt all hereticks and enenries of the ſame, not 
fearing the th2eatnings of Perſecutozs whatſoever. But you 
muſt under tand that fort itude is not a deater inthe committing 
cf unlawful devs:avto beat,hart,oz kill thy bꝛot her, unleſs it be 
juftly done in thy own defence, oꝛ foz thy countries cauſe: other - 
wiſe it is a mere malics. Mozeovor, ſuch as deſperately diſpatch 
themſelves,as UI2etches weary of Life, they doit not by fo2ti- 
tude, but by the temptation ot the Devil, who is permitted of 
Gods ſufferante to tempt ſome even to the making awap ot 
themſelves. Such people are not valient, fog ft is not fortitude, 
unleſs it be in lawful devs), as in ths defence of thine own per⸗ 
ſon, the Magiſtrate, thy Countrep, oz the Faith ot Chziſt, fo: 
the which to ſuffer death is excellent fortitude. 

Temperance (faith . Auſten) is an affection to refrain the ap⸗ 
petite when a Man is erxceTidely inclined. Tertiperance hath rule 
over pleaſures and delights, rofuſing/to meddle in any thing 
which cannot be done without offenving! God, not falling into 
any erceſs whatſoever, wherein a man may pals the rule ot rea⸗ 
ſon. To live ſn Temperance, is to diſpoſe every thing accozving to 
the right uſe whereto it was appointed. Theſe four vertues habe 
four Uices-cltan contrary'unts them, by the which Mitres, the 
vertues are coꝛrupted and deſkroyed. Prudence hy Folly; Juſtice by 
Covetouſneſs, Fortitude by Pride, and Temperante by Inconſtancy is 
defaced. Theſe vices are ſigniſſed by the four plague, which con⸗ 
ſumed the gods of Job; namely th#Sabecs, the Chaldees, the foꝛce 
of Fire, and the violence of aDehenient Wind: TheSabees of Folly 
- made havock ot Pruderice Oren: The Chaldees of Pride led away: 
the Camels of Fortittde. The fre ot Lechery made waſte of Tem- 
rance Shep. Ind the boyſterous wind of Covereduſneſs, ober thꝛew 
the Honſes of Juſtice. The four vertues likewiſe are de voured of 
their adverſary vices accozdingas Idei tomplaineth againſt᷑ the 
wicked Jews, under four notadls things, detyphering the four 
vices oppoſite and againtt the tout vertines befozenamed. Theſe 
four things are the Caterpillar, the Graſhopper,the Locuſt, and 
the Blaſting: all which four things being bent to — 
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leavenothing unſpopled. By the Caterpillar is meant fooliſh: 
bagging, which deſtropeth the vertue of Prudence. By the G2aſ- 
hopper is meant P2tde, which deffroyeth the vertue of Fortitude. 
Sy the Locuſt is meant Covetouſneſs , which deſtropeth the 
vertue of Juſtice. And by blaſting is meant Lechery, which de- 
ſtroyeth the vertue of Temperance. Fo2 folith bzagging deſtroy - 
eth the vertue of wiſdom. Pꝛide cozrupteth the State. Jvarice 
de vours Juſtice, *Lecherp ſpoyleth Temperance. . 

Now therefo2e, Sir, Knight, Jwilh the torefrain from theſe 
inſatiable vices, leſt thou loſe the.enjaying, of theſe four notable 
moꝛal vertues : thou knoweſt what company thou hadſt in the 
Palace of Vertue; there thou ſaweſt Gods grace, Faith, Hope, 
Charity, Prudence, Juſtice, Fortitude, Temperance, und that godneſs 
which none know but they oho have had expertence.

Be thouſure,that if God had 
pꝛovided no better faz th than thy ſelt deſerved. thou hadſt cam⸗ 
mitted the like offence,o2 elſe greater: and thank God fo2 that he 
bath kept thee ſo. and pꝛay foꝛ him that doth amiſſe, and is not pet 
corderted. ' Whenthon ſceſt a nner only led to loſe his lite 
Law;know that thou ſtandeſt a ſinner befoze God as well as he, 
although bekoꝛe the woꝛld thon be eſteemed better There ts no 
ſchol wherein a Chꝛiſtian may ſo. well learn to live well, as in 
the contemplation of Chꝛiſts life and converſation: thou muſt 
'ofteiitimes think on thy faſt end, as Death; Audgement, Hell. and 
Heaven, perſevere in P2ayer,ſo ſhalt thon pleaſe God, and not be 
4toath to vie. Remember thy end (ſaith the wife: Man) and thon 
tHalfHever ſin : then mut often pꝛay de vontty to God. and when 
thoti wilt o do, thou mut dꝛaw thy ſelf from all affairs-:. faz 
* — lifting up ot the heart to God, and a pꝛiuite ſpech ot 
the ſonal with God. Ik it be ſo, were there amp reaſon;that a man 
ſhould dꝛaw his cogitations from God, oꝛ rather (all outward bu⸗ 
ſinels put apart) with all reverente to ſubmit thy ſaul befoze 
him. All this notwithſtanding, it is not fazbidden in all our af- 
kairs-tspꝛap and ſing Pſalms to Gods giozp, oftentimes with 
'tears to tap the Lozds P2ayer, ox anꝑ other pꝛaper to that effec. 
And here by the way thdu muff under tand, the longeſt pzayer 
is not the'p2ofitableft; becauſe of the multitude of cogitations ot 
the mind, beſides that thou muft be devout /fd2 the p2ayers which 
are done with devotion -ofithe heart do pꝛaſit all other; p2ayers 
Are but viin,+ to ris purpoſe. It thori-p2ononnce hut thzie words

Moſes, and Anna, Samuels Mother.
